We agreed that we wouldn’t do this... 
We advised one and all. that we would 
not publish the same article in both 
Precision Shooting and Tactical Shooter. 
But now that we look at our earlier 
promise, and start reading the words 
closely (there are lawyers in our family 
tree), I see that I promised not to double 
print articles... nothing was said about 
letters to the editor. With that little tech- 
nicality now behind us, we are pleased to 
share with you a letter from one of our 
readers, who also is an advertiser here, 
and a fellow who heads a _ quite 
successful company in the firearms field. 
He was sharing a boyhood memory with 
us, and had added those restricting 
words... “not for publication” that any 
editor simply has to respect. We did 
however, turn on the power of persua- 
sion, and convinced him to allow us to 
print the letter, as long as he himself 
remained “anonymous”. Don’t ask us 
what in the world he is concerned 
about... surely the Statute of Limitations 
has run out on these youthful deeds... 


Dear Dave: 

It is unfortunate that much of how I 
misspent my youth is now classified as a 
felony. Such everyday experiments in 
short/long range rocketry, explosive 
ordnance demolition and _ creative 
chemistry are generally frowned upon in 
today’s society. Going off to college did 
not stop the fun; in fact, it expanded my 
knowledge of such things. 

Anyway, when I went off to school, 
my father dutifully dropped me off at the 
dormitory and left shortly thereafter.

I was a “shooter,” having had a 22 
rifle since an early age. But it was in the 
dorm that I really learned about the 
shooting sports. 

It turns out that most of my fellow 
students on the dormitory’s third floor 
were hunters and some were reloaders, 
too. At least one, “Ivan,” had attended 
several years of gunsmithing school, so 


he was very knowledgeable and 
“helpful”? While on the third floor, I 
learned something about reloading 


centerfire firearms, and I also learned 
what a good spotting scope is really used 
for, since I had never seen one up close. 
I even learned that with a good spotting 
scope, I could read the fine print on a 
bulletin board, or view other interesting 
things, in rooms several hundred yards 
away. In fact, just about everyone on the 
floor had some type of firearm; firearms 
were considered just another everyday 
tool and the dorm was full of them. It 
was quite common to see firearms being 
carried in and out on the weekends and, 
come deer season, most students went 
hunting. 

The dormitory was surrounded by 
trees and lawns and directly across from 
the “Student Union” building.. Truly a 
peaceful and serene environment, very 
conducive to learning in academia 
except for one major irritation - “The 
Bell”. 

Like most institutions, the Student 
Union Building had a very large bell 
mounted on top of the roof. The bell was 
probably quite old in that it had a 
mechanical clapper that had apparently 
been modified for automatic operation at 
some point in time and was well lighted 
at night for all to see. The bell rang from 


about 7:00 A.M. until finally striking 12 
bells at midnight, then silence for 
another seven hours.

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I first found this rifle in a gun shop in 
Indianapolis sometime in the 1970’s. I was 
in Indy on business and, as was usual at 
that stage of my life, rarely passed a 
gunshop if I had time to stop and browse a 
bit. I very seldom found anything that I 
really needed but occasionally I did find 
something that I really wanted. This was 
one of those times.... 

The rifle was a Ruger No. IA 
chambered for .243 Win. It was in the used 
gun rack but appeared to be in like-new 
condition. I had always admired the No. |

Rugers, especially the 1A, the short 
version, with the light barrel and the iron 
sights. This configuration made for a nice 
handling small rifle. The .243 chambering, 
with its modest recoil, would be perfect for 
a rifle this size and perfect for me. At that 
time of my life, I spent most of each fall 
hunting in Michigan for deer and in the 
Western states for deer and antelope. The 
rifle’s serial number was #3278 and it was 
one of the first No. 1’s made back around 
the mid 1960’s. 

It should be noted that the introduction

of a single shot sporting rifle by a major 
arms manufacturer was as improbable an 
event in the 1960’s as it would be today, 
maybe even more so. In an era where 
military and sporting arms emphasized 
firepower, who would think that one could 
sell a single shot rifle? I have a problem 
imagining Mel Gibson or Arnie or Rambo 
taking on the forces of evil with a single 
shot rifle... it wouldn’t look good to the 
masses and there wouldn’t be enough noise. 

We really need to know just a little bit 
about Bill Ruger, the man, in order to 
understand more about this rifle and how it 
came to be. In my view, Bill Ruger is not 
only an inventor and an innovator... he is a 
true connoisseur. Among other nice things, 
he likes elegant guns and elegant cars. Time 
was the man nearly got in the car business 
building his own personal version of a 
1930’s style Bentley touring car. I do not 
mean to imply that he added a plastic body 
to a stripped Volkswagen chassis... rather 
he engineered and built the cars from the 
ground up. He designed them so they could 
be worked on by a normal man with normal 
tools. They had 429 Ford engines and were 
quite fast... but that is another story for 
another magazine. 

Last I read, there are still supposed to 
be two of the cars in Connecticut in a 
Ruger garage, elegant Bentley look-alike 
roadsters with a “Ruger” badge. 
Fortunately for gun buffs, Mr. Ruger 
decided to forego the sports car business in 
favor of manufacturing guns. 

Among rifles that Bill Ruger, the 
connoisseur, admired were the English 
Farquharson single shots. In an era when 
sporting rifles were becoming semi-auto 
(and semi-military) shooting machines, 
Bill Ruger appreciated the elegance of and 
the philosophy behind the British single 
shots. He decided to design and build his 
own version of the Farquharson rifles and 
hoped that the American gun buyer would 
respond positively by buying same. Mr. 
Ruger’s decision was to make a product 
that was both good and tasteful and THEN 
to hope that the public would reach for 
their wallets. In a culture where new 
products are normally market-researched 
to mediocrity, this was a courageous 
business decision. 

After Ruger made the above decision, 
he made another that I regard as a moment 
of pure enlightenment. He hired Lenard 
Brownell to be responsible for the manu- 
facture of the single shot rifle and to design 
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the stock. (That is the correct spelling of 
Mr. Brownell’s name.) 

Mr. Brownell is familiar to contempo- 
rary American gun collectors as one of the 
best custom rifle makers of the 20th 
century. He was a cowboy who lived in a 
tiny town outside Sheridan, Wyoming. 
Although a cowboy through and through, 
Mr. Brownell thought of himself as an 
artist. Anyone who has ever seen a rifle 
that he made (and who has at least the 
degree of taste that God gives a three-toed 
sloth) will agree. 

One of the Wright family’s most prized 
possessions is an elegant old varmint rifle 
made by Lenard Brownell on a single shot 
Mauser action, stocked with fine French 
walnut, chambered in .219 Donaldson 
Wasp and topped with a new Unertl 16X 
scope. This rifle is just like the ones that 
were shot in the very first benchrest 
matches, including the caliber. Worth 
thousands, the rifle was purchased for 
mere hundreds from another P.S. columnist 
(best left unidentified here) who, at the 
time of the sale, was in a severely hung 
over and weakened state. This rifle and the 
suspicious circumstances which ended up 
with the gun residing at the Wright’s will 
be best left for yet another article. 

So it came to pass that sometime 
around 1965 Bill Ruger launched his single 
shot rifle project under the careful and 
artistic eye of one of the top custom 
gunsmiths and stockmakers. Ruger had 
known Lenard Brownell for years and had 
hunted all over the West with him. He had 
commissioned Brownell to make him some 
fine custom rifles. Now Lenard Brownell 
would watch each Ruger single shot being 
made, would supervise and suggest and fix 
if needed. He would see to it that every one 
of these elegant rifles was up to his own 
standards.

single shot rifle... they are still being made 
to this day. But they have never managed to 
duplicate the elegant early No.l’s. A 
collector can easily tell one by the serial 
number... they will all be under 10,000. 
That means any Ruger No. | with a two or 
three or four digit serial number will be 
one of the desirable early one’s made 
during the Brownell regime. 

For someone who really likes these 
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margin of ballistic spel e 


guns, the serial number is unnecessary. 
Actually I think I kin smell ‘em. And this 
is almost the truth; there are identifiable 
features one can spot at a gun show or gun 
shop where one might come across a 
Ruger No. |. Basically they are a little 
more refined and a little more graceful 
than the current versions. 

So much for the history. I’m a little 
vague on the exact year that I returned 
from my Indy trip with the little Ruger No. 
1 in my car. The gun shop owner and I had 
successfully negotiated a deal and I had 
the gun in the trunk. I do remember 
installing a 6X Leupold scope and that the 
gun shot my handloads fairly well. I 
vaguely remember three shot groups of 
around one inch or slightly better. It was 
good enough for a hunting rifle. 

At that time, my favorite .243 load was 
as much IMR 4831 as I could stuff in the 
case, Winchester 210 primers and a 95 gr. 
Nosler partition bullet. This combination 
was very deadly on deer size game and | 
used it for years in quite a number of 
.243’s. I really liked the 4831 because the

case would not hold enough powder to 
create a dangerous situation... just fill it 
up and you had the right load. (The afore- 
going applies only to the .243 cartridge. 
Please do NOT fill up a 30-378 with 4831. 
Thank you.) 

I remember shooting a Wyoming 
antelope with the littlke Ruger and a 
whitetail deer or two in Michigan.

the buying and selling of fine custom rifles 
and I always had a nice new gun to use 
come hunting season. 

I did buy a nice two piece set of French 
walnut stock blanks for the Ruger and set 
them aside. Thereafter both the gun and the 
stock wood sat around the shop for a few 
more years. The time eventually came 
when my friend, Kim Stemler, had 
something I wanted. It was either a really 
classy rifle or money, right now I am not 
sure which. Anyway, a swap was made 
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which ended in Kim leaving my place with 
the little Ruger (complete with the stock 
wood) in his car, along with several other 
goodies. 

I didn’t see or hear of the rifle for a 
couple of years. Eventually there would be 
an evening when a few friends got together 
over at Kim’s house to sample Kim’s 
single malt and to squeeze and fondle 
Kim’s collection of fine rifles. In the 
course of the night, Kim hauled out the 
little Ruger and handed it to me. After he 
got the gun from me he had sent both the 
rifle and the wood off to a mutual friend 
who is a talented custom rifle maker with 
instructions to create a treasure. 

When the gun came back to Kim from 
Jack Haugh, the gunmaker, the French 
walnut had become an elegant stock, taste- 
fully whittled and checkered. A piece of 
ebony had been set into the fore end tip 
and it made the schnabel perfect. The 
barrel had a front sight and a sling keeper 
that were both handmade and both quite 
lovely. The gun maker had engraved the

cap very tastefully with a scroll and floral 
pattern and rust blued all the metal. 

The checkering is perfection and there 
is exactly enough. Following a tradition 
that goes back to Griffin & Howe and 
Hoffman Arms, Jack used elkinet root to 
tint the French wood to a warm dark rose 
color. 

I clearly remember sitting in Kim’s den 
in a warm and fuzzy (scotch induced) aura 
and just fondling my old Ruger that 
evening. What had been a very nice 
collector’s rifle had been turned into a 
modern day work of art. The gun maker 
had accomplished something that rarely 
happens... the proportions of the stock 
and barrel... the whole gun were just 
exactly right. Whilst most good custom 
made rifles are made of elegant compo- 
nents, this one was an elegant whole... 


something much more difficult to achieve. 
I quietly put a note in the memory bank 
that someday Kim and I might make 
another deal involving the little .243. 

Years, like women and money and cars 
and guns, jist kinda come and go. Time 
came this last fall when I was sittin’ here in 
my office and looking at the finest Griffin 
& Howe varmint rifle that I had ever seen. 
I had owned the gun for about a year, had 
shot it a very few times and had mostly just 
let it sit in my gun cabinet. I shoot all my 
guns... if I can’t shoot em, I don’t want 
em. There were two good reasons I didn’t 
really want to shoot this particular rifle no 
matter how lovely it was. 

First, it was chambered for 220 Swift.

a box of shells. When I shot them the first 
time, they grew about .010" in length... 
“What’n ‘ell?” So I trimmed them back to 
the original dimension and loaded them 
again. 

Second time I shot them, they grew 
another .010”. Now the writer is a country 
boy... bred’n born, an’ some of this fancy 
engineering stuff is way beyond my little 
brain. But even I gotta major technical 
problem with this... like jist where is that 
brass coming from that I keep trimming 
off the front of these cases? 

With all the guns I have gone through 
in my life, I have shot a Swift before and I 
wasn’t really prepared. Nor was I real 
happy about the possibility of a case sepa- 
rating just in front of the rim in a cartridge 
that thrives on 50,000 plus psi. 

I also have a question re: why I haven’t 
read anything about this phenomenon. For 
years and years I have read darn near every 
gun book published. I probably OWN at 
least one copy of most of ‘em. Is it 
possible that I am the only pilgrim this 
ever happened to? Buffalo chips! Now I

know why really knowledgeable varmint 
hunters and reloaders like the Wilson 
Arrow so much. 

Anyway, after shooting the cases a 
second time, I loaded them up with my 
best load which included moly coated 
Berger 52 gr. bullets and put the rifle and 
cartridges away. 

A second reason I wasn’t too hot to 
shoot the G & H was its condition. 
Although the serial number tells me that 
the gun came out of Griffin & Howe in the 
early 50’s, condition-wise it is still brand 
new... really brand new. I have enough 
rifles to shoot and, out of respect for a truly 
fine gun, I just couldn’t justify taking a 
chance on ever scratching this one. 

So the time came a month or two ago 
when I was sitting here in my office, 
admiring the G & H and silently wishing 
that it was a .222. Suddenly I remembered 
my old Ruger .243... I knew Kim Stemler 
still had it... he never sells anything. I also 
knew that Kim really likes Griffin & 
Howe’s and has several really nice ones 
though none as nice as the Swift. I lifted 
my phone and dialed... “Kim, my friend, 
such a deal I got for you!” 

This time the negotiations involved a

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Now it’s my turn to drive down to 
Kim’s... this time it was for lunch. But 
eventually... 
finally, around twenty years after it first 
came to live with me, the little Ruger came 
back home. Now I would spend a lot of 
time just looking at and touching the gun. 
What had been a very nice and collectable 
factory rifle had turned into one of the 
most elegantly done custom rifles that I 
had ever seen. 

The rifle wore a 3X Leupold scope 
when I brought it home. This scope was 
proportionally just exactly right for the 
look of the gun. However, I wanted to see 
better... something having to do with old 
eyes. Off comes the 3X and on goes an 8X 
Leupold with a dot which I just picked up 
in a trade. I remembered that the gun shot 
my handloads O.K. (but just O.K.) when 
I had it before. Now we would see if we 
had learned anything over the years and 
if maybe we couldn’t make a few 
improvements. 

I think I might explain a bit of my 
philosophy re: custom hunting rifles and 
accuracy at this stage of the article. I have 


the festivities are over and, 


admired fine custom rifles since I was a 
sprout growing up in the Michigan 


boondocks and reading Jack O’Conner’s 
articles and columns each month in 
Outdoor Life. Jack was the shooting editor 
and a hunter and a collector of fine custom 
rifles. Occasionally he would print pictures 
of one of his guns. I would sit and gaze in 
awe.... I could recognize something 
different in these handmade rifles. They 
were quite loverly and I had never seen 
guns made like this. 

When I got out of college, I started 
going to gun shows. Once in a while I 
would see a really nice custom made rifle. 
As years went by, I eventually could afford 
to buy one. The first one became two, then 
eventually three and four. For many years | 
bought and sold and traded these guns, 
always trying to upgrade and always trying 
to find the perfect one. The stocks are 
whittled by hand, one at a time, by real 
people and each one is different. I hoped 
that I would someday find one that was 
shaped so perfectly that I could see no way 
to change it for the better. 

Whilst I looked for the aesthetically 
perfect rifle, I also tried to make the ones 
that I owned shoot as accurately as 
possible. It was at this stage of my life 
when I learned the most about cussin’ and 


swearin’. I literally spent years trying to 
make deer rifles shoot like benchrest rifles. 
I handloaded and bedded the rifles. I 
changed loads. I floated barrels. Then | 
would say things that would make a 


Marine drill sergeant blush. 


Hopefully, with old age there comes a 
mellowing and a change of perspective.... 
I finally decided that if I wanted a gun that 
shot like a target rifle... well, I would just 
go buy a target rifle. Since I have adopted 
and tried to live by this philosophy, life is 
much better. We have (relative) peace, the 
stock market is up, unemployment is down 
and my ulcer is gone. Nowadays, my wife 


even talks to me occasionally. 


This is my personal criteria for hunting 
that which I can live with 
without needing visits to the shrink. I have 
managed to make most of my hunting rifles 
shoot this well or better with relative ease. 
a few much better. But 


rifle accuracy... 


Some shoot better... 
this is what I can live with. 


I am O.K. with 1" three shot groups 
from rifles for deer and larger game. I am 
much happier with smaller than 1" groups 
but, if you get right down to it, a deer is a

very large varmint and one minute of angle 
accuracy in a deer rifle is more than good 
enough. 

I can live very well with three or five 
shot groups of around 1/2" in modern 
varmint rifles. Older varmint rifles, espe- 
cially Winchester 1885 single shots, go 
back to the 1” standard for three or, even 
better, five shots. 

When I achieve this level of accuracy 
with any hunting rifle, I neither fret about 
the gun doing a lot better nor do I spend 
much time trying to make it do so. If I 
really need better groups, I get out a bench 
gun and get a “One-holer” fix. 

Since a lightweight .243 is essentially a 
deer rifle, the above criteria will also apply 
to the little Ruger No. | as I shoot it. 

Now days my approach will be very 
different in loading ammo for this rifle. I 
have found that 85 grain Nosler solid base 
bullets are very adequate (quite deadly, 
actually) for deer sized game. I will use 
them. I will also moly coat the bullets 
before I even start to load the ammo. 
Although we have not switched all our 
benchrest rifles, all our hunting rifles are 
now getting moly ammo. 

I found this fall that it is much easier to 
maintain accuracy in a hunting rifle that 
shoots moly bullets. The truth is the finish 
inside the barrels of our hunting rifles is 
not as smooth as the finish inside our 
target rifle barrels and the hunting rifles 
are, consequently, more likely to copper 
foul. This should not be held against the 
companies that make deer rifles. Our 
benchrest barrels cost as much installed as 
most complete store-bought deer rifles. 

Sooner or later, copper fouling will 
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destroy accuracy. It took me years to figure 
out why my hunting rifles were more 
accurate when I first got them and the 
barrels were new. (This was before I 
learned to use JB.) 

Nowadays we start with a very clean 
barrel, work up a load with moly bullets, 
clean again, shoot another two or three 
shots to foul the barrel and verify the zero 
and go hunting. I will next clean it after 
hunting season. In the meantime, I trust the 
moly that is in the barrel to prevent rust 
and copper fouling. 

In the unlikely possibility that I should 
get the gun wet, I will dry it off and, most 
likely, will use another rifle for the rest of 
the season unless I want to go through the 
whole cleaning and barrel fouling process 
again. Emergencies excepted, I only 
completely clean the rifles at home where 
I have the equipment to do so properly. 

Anyway, this fall I found some 85 grain 
Noslers (they were discontinued shortly 
after I found how well they worked for me) 
and set out to work up a load for the little 
Ruger single shot. My Hodgdon manual 
showed that I could get very good perfor- 
mance with H414 powder... somewhere 
around 3300 fps with a maximum load. I 
could achieve around 3200 fps with H450. 
Since I was out of H414 and had a fair 
amount of the H450, I decided to try the 
H450 first. 

I set my seating die so the Noslers had 
fairly heavy contact with the barrel lands, 
easy to do in this rifle which is throated 
fairly short. I find it works better to touch 
the lands when shooting moly coated 
bullets. (Be very careful. seating non-moly 
bullets heavily into the lands. This is a 
wonderful way to abruptly raise chamber 
pressures a lot.) 

Working up a good load was fairly

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simple after I sized and prepped 20 cases. 
Using the “Starting” load shown in the 
Hodgdon manual, I sighted the gun in and 
shot a three shot group. Results were not 
bad. I then went up 1/2 a grain and shot 
another three shot group. I kept doing this 
till I got to the maximum listed load of 49 
grains of H450. At that point I found that I 
had a decision to make.... 

For a hunting rifle, my group with 48 
grains of powder was extremely small, 
probably around 3/10 of an inch for three 
shots. Forty nine grains gave me a group of 
slightly less than an inch. It also gave me the 
3200 fps that I wanted. I have another 
custom rifle, a bolt gun chambered for 6mm 
Remington, that shoots accurately at 3200 
fps with the same bullets. If I could use a 
common velocity, life would just be slightly 
simpler. I decided to shoot both 48 and 49 
grains over again and see what the groups 
looked like this time. The results were 
consistent with the first groups.... under 1/2 
an inch with 48 grains, just under an inch 
with 49. I opted for the best accuracy and 
loaded my box of hunting ammo with 48 
grains of H450. I would worry about the 
slight velocity difference between the two 
rifles at a later date. 

An interesting lesson was apparent 
from my shooting this rifle. All summer I 
shoot benchrest rifles in competition and 
use a fairly light hold... something pretty 
close to a “Free recoil” technique. With 
the little Ruger I quickly found that unless 
I used what I call the “Death Grip” 
technique, I would get a group which had 
about 2" of vertical. Hanging on really 
tight would let the little rifle shoot to its 
potential. 

The accuracy potential of this rifle 
seems to be way beyond that which we 
have any sensible right to expect from a 
gun of this type. This is a deer rifle with a 
two piece wood stock that weighs in right 
at eight pounds on my postage scale, 
complete with scope. Rather than try to 
improve anything, my intent is to periodi- 
cally light a couple of candles to the appro- 
priate accuracy deity and to really cherish 
this little gun. 

There is no need to send the writer 
letters explaining that rifles with wood 
stocks, especially falling block single shots 
with two piece wood stocks, are inherently 
less accurate than bolt action rifles with 
sensible fiberglass and composite stocks, 
stainless steel match barrels with tight 
necks, etc. The writer knows....

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Prior to the start of the competitive 
shooting season, I had planned to use 
the NECO Bullet Molybdenum Disul- 
fide, or Moly Coating process in my 
handloading. The advantages of this 
method were well documented, and I 
wanted to take advantage of their 
benefits. To this extent, I purchased a kit 
from NECO, and read the instructions 
very carefully. The instructions were 
very clear and straightforward: 


1. Tumble the bullets in a mixture of 
hardened steel shot and molyb- 
denum disulfide powder (moly) 
for a specified period of time until 
the bullet coating is complete.

2. Tumble the bullets in a mixture 
of hardened steel shot and 
powdered carnauba wax to seal 
the moly on the bullets. 


In order to carry out these simple 
instructions, it was necessary to use a 
case tumbler. A vibratory tumbler can 
be used, but was not ideal, and all of my 
evaluation had indicated that the rotary 
case tumbler was the superior method. 
To this extent, I investigated various 
rotary case tumblers, and found that the 
RCBS Side Winder was most suitable. 
Not only would it be ideal for its stated 
purpose of cleaning cases, but would 
also be ideal for coating the bullets with

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moly. There was only one aspect which 
had delayed my purchase, and that was 
the price of the unit. The Canadian 
dollar was worth only $0.70 US, which 
brought the price in Canada for this unit 
up to $259.63 Canadian, plus duty. 

Several days later, I arrived home, 
tired and disgruntled after a hard day at 
the office, to be greeted by a tearful 
wife and piles of wet laundry. She told 
me that the clothes dryer was not 
working again, and would I please fix 
it? Now this was only a few weeks after 
the automatic washer had gone into 
orbit during its spin cycle, with the 
washer waltzing into the middle of the 
laundry room, where it came to its final 
resting place. That event required large 
amounts of perspiration and expres- 
sions of outrage on my part before the 
washer was made operational. If that 
unemployed Maytag appliance repair- 
man in the television commercial were 
available, I am positive that he would be 
working full time at our house repairing 
or servicing appliances. 

Reluctantly I gathered up my tools 
and began to repair the dryer. When I 
removed the back of the dryer, among 
other things, I found the missing mates 
of socks which had long been forgotten. 
But I also noticed that the mechanical 
bits were simply beyond repair, and so I 
salvaged the 1/4 horsepower appliance 
motor, and consigned the rest of the 
dryer to the local dump. I did note, 
however, that except for size, the dryer 
and case tumbler had several design 
parameters in common. 

Both the dryer and case tumbler 
have a rotating drum with interior 
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baffles to cause the contents to tumble. The speed of rotation 
was sufficiently low that centrifugal force would not keep the 
contents plastered to the inner circumference of the drum. 

I was faced with a dilema, for the state of finances would not 
permit the purchase of both the new clothes dryer and the case 
tumbler. One method was to buy the case tumbler and then to 
rig up an outside clothes line, but I knew instinctively that this 
approach would precipitate domestic warfare. 

As any dutiful husband would do in order to keep the peace, 
I purchased a new dryer, coincidently at only a slightly higher 
price than the case tumbler. I then set about building the case 
tumbler, using the salvaged appliance motor. 

I looked for a source of a drum, and found it in a most 
unlikely source in the straight-sided coffee can, holding 2 
kilograms of coffee. The can was 6 1/2 inches in diameter, and 
7 inches high. Cans holding only 2 pounds of coffee I found are 
of the same diameter, but 10% shorter in length. 

The design was based upon reducing the driving motor 
speed from 1725 RPM to enable the drum to rotate at 30 - 40 
RPM. At this speed of rotation, the contents would tumble 
rather than be held to the inner circumference through 
centrifugal force. The drive shafts which rotate the drum are 
shown in Photograph 3, where two 1/2" shafts 5 inches apart, in 
wood bearings drive the drum. These shafts drive the drum 
through a pulley speed reduction of 4:1 and 13:1 reduction 
between drum and rollers, for an overall reduction of 52:1. The

resultant drum speed is 33.2 RPM. 
Dimensions of the unit are shown in the 
sketch of Figure 1. 

As shown in Photograph 3, the 
coffee cans come complete with a 
plastic cover which may be used to keep 
contents within the can. Internal baffles 
must be provided to make the contents 
tumble. These consist of 4 wooden 
paddles 3/4 inch by | inch, fastened at 
90 degrees within the drum by means of 
wood screws. To ensure rotation of the 
drum, it was necessary to place a wrap 
of duct tape top and bottom of the drum. 
This provided the necessary friction 
between the shaft roller and drum for 
rotation. 

It is recommended that separate 
drums be used for moly, wax and corn 
cob mediums. A kitchen type strainer 
with appropriate size holes was used to 
separate the bullets from the medium. 

The complete tumbler unit is shown 
in Photograph 1. It is basically a 
plywood box, open on two sides, which 
holds all parts in place. Dimensions can 
be altered to take into account hardware 
available. Separate pillow blocks may 
be used as bearings on the rollers, 
however for light duty, the wood 
bearings, drilled for oil lubrication, are 
quite acceptable in this application. The 
motor is oversized for the job, but in my 
case, the price was right. It was wired to 
a switch on the front of the unit, as 
shown in Photograph 1. A small plug-in 
timer, available from most hardware 
stores, is an inexpensive method of 
timing the process by turning off the 
motor at a predetermined time. 

The process for moly coating is 
basically that of impact plating the moly 
on the surface of the bullets. This is 
accomplished by the presence of moly 
powder between the shot and the bullet, 
along with a short drop for the shot to 
impact the powder on to the bullet. The 
carnauba wax seals the moly on the 
bullet and prevents the moly on the 
bullets from getting on just about every- 
thing in sight. This step is highly recom- 
mended by NECO. 

The setup as shown has been used to 
moly coat several thousand bullets, with 
no problems up to the present time 
inherent within the equipment. It has 
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proven to be an economical, reliable 
and efficient method of moly-coating 
the bullets used in competition. ®

I first met Jim Ridings, who today is 
the proprietor of the Outback 
Sportsman’s Club, at the NBRSA 
Nationals held in Abilene, Texas in 1964. 
I was there with some of my military 
associates with an assigned mission to 
compete with the top benchrest shooters 
of the day using 10 1/2 pound 30-06’s! 
We had a great time, but you can imagine 
how sore we were from a _ weeks 
pounding from our mini-cannons. After 
that first meeting both Jim and I traveled 
in our own directions a lot, but we always 
kept in touch. His son and partner at the 
Outback, Jim Jr, was bound to become 
involved in the shooting sports. He was 
born in September of that same year of 
1964 on his way from Dallas to Hot 
Springs, Arkansas — on the way to a rifle 
match! 


The Ridings operate the Outback 
Sportsman’s Club facility east of Dallas, 
just outside of Commerce, Texas. The 
facility has been in operation since 1992 
and it is set up primarily to serve the 
needs of the more serious shooters. 
Situated on 56 acres it is equipped with 
concrete benches to serve twenty-two 
rifle stations out to 300 yards, seven 
rimfire pistol stations to 50 yards, plus 
offhand stations to serve twenty pistol 
stations to 25 yards. There is a retail shop 
and a full machine shop just a few feet 
away from the 200 foot long firing line. 
The Outback range is open to drop-in 
customers for rifle and pistol firing. 
In addition, annual individual, family 
and corporate memberships are also 
available. 

The Outback has a whole series of 
products and services but three new ones 
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which will be available in the very near 
future might be of interest to our readers. 
The first of these new offerings is the 
Outback pedestal front rest. It is aimed at 
the benchrest/varmint shooter. Ridings 
believes that moving the rear bag around 
to maintain the aiming point can be 
destructive to the goal of shooting the 
one-hole group. With that in mind this 
new rest is provided with both an 
elevation and a windage adjustment. 
Designed by Jay Gore of Gore Tool, it is 
patterned after the old style two piece 
Unlimited rests of the 1960’s. It is 
constructed of aluminum with a total 
weight of approximately 18 pounds. The 
rest is a slick finished red anodize which 
is not only attractive, it provides good 
resistance to the inevitable banging 
around it will receive in use. Its heavy 
base is fitted with three leveling screws 
that are provided with tough inserts 
which assure a positive grip on concrete 
benchtops. The windage and elevation 
adjustments operate off the same pivot 
plate. This will assure that the rifle 
forearm will not move in windage when 
the vertical adjustment is made or visa 
versa. Both adjustments are extremely 
easy to reach as they are located just 
above the baseplate. Because of its 
unique design the Outback rest can be 
quickly converted to a left hand configu- 
ration. Another great feature of this rest 
is that it adjusts lower than any other rest 
I have seen. It also has plenty of adjust- 
ment on the upper end for any applica- 
tion. With any rest I have used I have 
always been able to go high enough. The 
major problem has been getting low

sizing die is opened up to accept the 
Wilson sizing bushing and the expander 
ball is modified so that it will not touch 
the case neck but will only hold the 
knock-out pin. By choosing the correct 
Wilson bushing size the neck can be 
made to lightly hold the bullet and the 
problem of the expander ball over- 
working the case neck disappears. When 
the case necks are turned this type sizing 
technique is really required if the best 
results are expected. Price for the 
standard calibers (which includes the 
PPC family) is $99.95. The die set 
includes the standard seating die. Call for 
pricing on special calibers. 

For those who are having trouble 
making that lightweight, narrow stock 
rifle shoot well off the bags Outback 
offers a forearm attachment called the 
rifle stabilizer. This product is a 3 inch 
wide flat plate that attaches to the rifle’s 
forearm sling swivel attachment point 
and allows a hunting-style stock to ride 
the bags beautifully. Price for this 
accessory is $29.95. 

Outback offers another product for the 
benchrest shooter that is certainly unique. 
This device, known as the Outback 
weight system, installs into the underside 
of the rifle stock immediately in front of 
the action. For heavy varmint competi- 
tion a weighted cover plate is installed in 
the fitted area in front of the action. This 
allows the complete rifle assembly to 
weigh right at the top allowable weight 
of 13 1/2 pounds. For light varmint/ 
sporter competition the weighted plate is 
removed and a non-weighted plate is 
substituted which allows this configura- 
tion rifle to weigh right at the 10 1/2 
pound maximum weight for this class. 
Jim firmly believes that this configuration 
weight system is superior to merely 
changing to a heavier barrel or installing 
a weight in the buttstock. With the 
weight installed between the front and 
rear bag the rifle recoils with much 
greater uniformity than the other options 
and this should pay off in consistency in 
gun handling. Price for the weight kit is 
$150.00. Price for the installation of 
the kit starts at $150.00 which covers 
most of the more popular benchrest stock 
patterns. The installation price does 
increase depending whether a paint job 


match is required or whether there is 
significant stock modification required. 
One of the earliest products offered by 
the Outback was a line of benchrest 
quality bullets. Currently they are 
producing 22 caliber bullets in 52 grain 
($13.50/c) and 6mm bullets in 62, 66 and 
68 grain ($14.50/c). Planned for the near 
future is the introduction of 30 caliber 
bullets in both 125 and 168 grain sizes.

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I have been privileged to know several 
of the giants of the shooting world in my 
lifetime. Townsend Whelen, Harvey 
Donaldson, L.E. Wilson, P.O. Ackley, Roy 
Jones, Jim Cook, T.J. Jackson, Audy 
Adams, Charlie Williams, Sam Nadler, 
Pokey Bonner, Bob Hart, Cactus Jack 
Williams and Warren Page were all good 
friends who have passed to the other side. 
They lived full lives and contributed much 
to our shooting sports. On March Sth, 
1988 John Bunch joined this select group. 

John was born on July 16, 1923 and his 
early life was centered around the U.S. 
Army. He entered the Army before his 
18th birthday in 1940 by slightly “exag- 
gerating” his age. John started in the 
Army Cavalry and moved early on into the 
U.S. Army Air Corp. He rose to the rank 
of Master Sergeant during his military 
career, the highest level possible in the 
enlisted ranks. He earned significant 
recognition in the WWII conflict earning 
many combat awards including the Purple 
Heart. He had several narrow escapes but 
he always emerged undaunted and 
returned to combat. As a part of an 
aircraft delivery crew he was involved in a 
plane crash that left them lost at sea. They 
were without food for almost two weeks 
and ended up stranded on an uncharted 
island in the Bahamas. They were cut up 
from their crash and their raft’s being 
thrown into a coral reef by the angry sea. 
Weak from lack of food they were 
fortunate that a passing fishing boat 
stopped at the island to check for 
survivors. They made it back safely and 
John kept in touch with his rescuers over 
all the passing years. 

John was captured and escaped three 
times in the European campaigns and 
always returned to action. After the war 
John was involved in many projects for the 
Army but one of his favorites was his lead 
role in the introduction of the ARI5/AR16

rifle to the military. Not only did his team 
have to conduct all the acceptance testing, 
they had to develop the technical manuals 
and get all the using commands to approve 
them. I have a copy of the original manuals 
signed off by General Curtis LeMay. On 
the cover sheet General Lemay wrote a 
personal note to John; “Good job Sgt. 
Bunch — you and your team made the 
impossible happen.” 

After 26 years John retired from the 
U.S. Air Force and soon after joined a 
company called Texas Instruments. His 
career there was filled with the typical 
Bunch understated involvement in complex 


projects. He moved quickly through the 
company to the management level and 
soon became responsible for the construc- 
tion of the clean room facilities required 
for manufacture of electronic chips. As 
Director of Facilities John and his team 
provided the clean room construction for 
the home offices in Richardson, Texas and 
all the plants in the U.S. and around the 
world. 

John retired from Texas Instruments 
after 20 years. It wasn’t too long before 
his boundless energy pushed him to accept 
some assignments for other companies 
directing the installation and _ start-up 
production of micro-chip facilities in 
remote areas of South America. His last 
two assignments in the industrial world 
were setting up a micro-chip manufac- 
turing plant in El Salvador and setting up a 
similar facility in San Antonio, Texas. 

In the shooting world John competed in 
just about every category. From bulls-eye 
pistol to live pigeon shotgun and all the 
rifle disciplines. He built many custom 
target pistols based on the 1911 hardware

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that were successful in national competi- 
tion. His custom target rifles were equally 
successful. Two of his 300 meter free 
rifles, in the hands of some pretty good 
shooters, tied for the gold medal in the 
Olympics. 

John’s real love was bench rest 
shooting. Not only did he build some 
great equipment, he was a very salty 
competitor. He won his share of varmint 
matches, some with the 30 caliber. As a 
matter of fact I first met John at the 
NBRSA National Matches in Abilene, 
Texas in 1964 where he was shooting an 
over the course rifle in 30-06. 

John was a friend of everyone in the 
shooting sports and he certainly got a 
number of new shooters started in bench 
rest shooting. All of us who knew John 
are richer for it. He was a man of smallish 
physical stature but, even in the company 
of those shooting sports giants that have 
passed on before, John Bunch cast a tall 
shadow.

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I received a phone call in late 
December from Val Pulcini. Val produces 
JRP Custom Bullets and was very enthusi- 
astic about a new bullet for his 6PPC at 
velocities around 4,000 FPS. My first 
question was, with what bullet? He was 
using a 40 grain bullet that he has been 
working on since early summer and 
wanted to send a sample for me to try in 
my 6PPC. This is a varmint bullet and is 
made on Neimi dies in 7 ogive configura- 
tion. Considerable experimentation has 
gone into developing a suitable core alloy 
to yield a finished product of the desired 
weight and length. He also had to devise 
the tools for forming, sizing and cutting 
cores before the actual seating operation 
could be done. Needless to say, a lot of 
hand work goes into the production of 
these bullets. They will also be available in 
weights up to 60 grains in 6 mm caliber. 
The 40 grain bullets I received for trial 
have been grouping very well from Val’s 
20” 6PPC and has also been used in 
several other rifles. Knowing me for the 
curious type, he felt I would be anxious to 
try them in my rifle. 

I received two boxes of the 40 grain 
bullets in early January and our weather 
turned bad on the day they were delivered. 
Heavy rains begin, followed by cold, gusty 
winds suited only for sitting by the 
fireplace reading back issues of Precision 
Shooting or Louis L’Amour westerns. 
Most of January ‘98 was a total loss for 
outdoor activities. I did not weigh and 
measure the 40 grain bullets and establish 
seating depth for my chamber. I was a bit 
concerned about cartridge overall length 
since the best accuracy with my rifles has

usually been with bullets seated to touch 
the lands. The core alloy in these 40 grain 
bullets equates to a length of 0.710” and I 
was able to seat touching the lands with 
bullets firmly albeit shallow seated in my 
cases. A bit further along I tried jumping 
the lands as much as 20/1000, but my best 
groups came when touching the lands. 

My Pro-Jac chronograph has seen a lot 
of use since the late 80’s, some of it in 
dusty or pollen laden air and a time or two 
during a brief rain shower. Now seemed a 
likely time to return it to Competition 
Electronics for a general cleaning and cali- 
bration check. It was returned in less than 
two weeks retrofitted with the new style 
sensors, a new case and a calibration check 
within their 0.5% accuracy standard. 

I was waiting for a break in the weather 
to try the 40 grain JRP’s and finally got 
started in February on a day of gusty 
northwest winds, my least favored 
condition, but not unlike what we often 
have at this time of year. I had the range to 
myself on this day, making it an ideal day 
for chronographing. The 40 grain bullets 
had been coated with molybdenum 
disulfide and I used Lapua cases and 
Remington 7!/2 primers in preparing loads. 
The chronograph was set up at 10’ and 
several powders were selected for load 
development. Of the half dozen powders 
used, RL-7, IMR 4227 and AA2015 BR 
gave the best accuracy and velocity. A load 
of 28.1 grains of IMR 4227 gave an 
average velocity of 4,239 FPS, 30.5 grains 
of RL-7 gave a velocity of 4.022 FPS and 
30.5 grains of AA2015 BR produced 3,675 
FPS. Barrel length of my test rifle was 22 
3/4 inches. On this first day of shooting, 


30.3 grains of RL-7 at 3,975 FPS gave me 
the best groups. The first three groups 
were 0.381, 0.276 and 0.494 for a 15 
round 100 yard average of 0.384. Now that 
ain’t bad! I fired this 40 grain bullet with 
several other loads for an overall average 
of 0.428”. Mind you, these are varmint 
bullets and are not intended for match use. 
While we would like all bullets to shoot 
l’s and 2’s, I feel the trade-off for flatter 
trajectory and a bit less drift is a worthy 
consideration that more than makes up for 
the small concession to accuracy for the 
light varmint bullets. 

Both RL-7 and AA2015 completely 
filled the cases and I had to tap them 
lightly with a pencil to settle the powder 
before removing them from beneath the 
drop tube of my Redding measure. Since I 
seldom use compressed loads, I don’t own 
a long drop tube. This measure inciden- 
taly, has thrown more than 40,000 powder 
charges and is still going strong. The only 
problem has been a discoloration of the 
plastic reservoir. 

Recoil from the 40 grain 6PPC loads 
was very mild, about like my .22 Waldog. 
None of the loads gave any indication of 
excess pressure in my rifle. Boit lift was 
never stiff and primers were not exces- 
sively flattened, actually being more 
rounded at their edges than primers used 
with 68 grain bullets and my top load of 
H322. Be advised however, that my load 
data may not be safe in your rifle, and 
neither the author nor Precision Shooting 
recommends using this data in your rifle. 
I was certainly pleased, and a bit 
surprised, at the performance of these 
lightweight Varmint bullets from my 
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6PPC. Because of the low sectional 
density, I expected significant velocity loss 
downrange, but I had used the little 60 
grain Hornaday spire points years ago in 
my .257 Roberts and found them to be 
great for crows out to 200 yards and 
beyond. I wanted to zero at 200 yards and 
fire to determine midrange trajectory at 100 
yards and drop at 300 yards. My concrete 
bench in the country allows shooting both 
100 and 200 yards from the same set-up. I 
usually shoot 300 yards with my rest 
placed on the tailgate of my Bronco. 

I wanted to try other 6mm JRP varmint 
bullets and requested samples of each. The 
bullets that arrived in early March were 35, 
45, 50, 55 and 60 grains in weight. I went 
to the country where I could use the 
chronograph without distractions from 
other shooters and for two days worked up 
maximum loads for my rifle, recorded 


velocities and velocity spread and fired for 
accuracy and trajectory at 100, 200 and 
300 yards. Test data is presented in the 
accompanying tables. 

Val Pulcini has used the 40 grain bullet 
in the .243 Winchester, 6mm Remington 
and 6BR with good results. As bullets 
become lighter, wind drift becomes a 
factor for consideration. Since ballistic 
tables were unavailable for JRP varmint 
bullets, I decided to try determining drift 
data by firing at 100, 200 and 300 yards. 
Field conditions are seldom static, but 
despite the variables, I felt I could get a 
reasonable approximation of drift for these 
bullets. Naturally, after so many days of 
strong winds, the day I chose for drift 
testing was unusually calm. Winds were a 
light 3-5 mph from 7 o’clock, an unex- 
pected change from the previous day. I 
went on with my shooting anyway to

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recheck the 6mm drop data. 

I will eventually catch a 10-15 mph 
crosswind condition and repeat my 
shooting to check drift. I am curious to see 
how these bullets perform at 200 and 300 
yards. 

I still have the original 6PCC barrel 
that the late Seely Masker chambered for 
me and I am tempted to have it recham- 
bered for these varmint bullets. Many of 
you may have a barrel or two stuck away 
someplace that could be recycled for 
varminting. Most barrels that have lost 
their competitive edge will shoot 3’s and 
4’s day in and day out, and any varmint 
hunter whose rifle shoots that well should 
be a happy hunter. Another area to explore 
is the use of these lightweight bullets in 
1:15 or 1:16 twist barrels. 

Before I finished testing the 6mm 
bullets and had my report organized, I got 
another call from Val Pulcini who was 
putting the finishing touches on several 
.224 bullets intended for use in, but not 
limited to, small capacity cases like the 22 
Hornet and 218 Bee. These bullets are 
being made in 22, 25, 30, 35, 40 and 45

This 
information about group reduction 
comes from the .22 rimfire benchrest 
Participants who compete in the 
extremely difficult BR-50 matches. All of 
the top shooters sort their shells into 
groups by checking rims and weighing 
the unfired cartridges.

grain weights and utilize Calhoun jackets. 
Whenever you begin thinking about 
making bullets that are radically different 
from those that are commonly available, 
there are lots of things to consider. This 
was a particularly challenging undertaking 
because of the many factory and wildcat 
chamberings and the 75 or so available 22 
bullets. Do you pick a single bullet weight 
to begin or do you consider several? With 
factory chamberings offering velocities 
from 2,000 to over 4,000 FPS, Val opted to 
explore a wide range of lightweight 22 
bullets. With this in mind, it was necessary 
to develop prototypes, get the bugs out of 
production techniques, test fire for 
accuracy and chronograph all bullets. 
Without a fair evaluation and careful devel- 
opment of data, results become meaning- 
less. Val has shot the little .224’s in a .222 
Remington and a fellow shooter in his area 
used the 35 grain .224 in a .243 Winchester 
necked down to 22 caliber at a chrono- 
graphed velocity of 4500 FPS. Now that’s 
really smoking! Accuracy from the 1:16 
twist barrel was a half inch at 100 yards. 

Of course I had to try the bullets in my 
Waldog. My first group fired with the 22 
grain bullet went a surprising 0.213, this at 
4,790 FPS from a 20 3/8" barrel. I used 
several powders in the Waldog, Norma 
cases and Remington 7 1/2 primers. IMR 
4227 gave the best results with the little 22 
bullets. They were about as flat shooting as 
the 6mm bullets. Waldog data is shown in 
the accompanying tables. 

By now I had put in considerable time 
and burned a lot of powder. I wanted to 
take a look at the bullet’s expansion char- 
acteristics. Coyotes have become a real 
nuisance in East Texas and are hunted by 
Varminters and sometimes shot from deer 
stands. I wanted to go to the country for a 
try at them but heavy rains continued on a 
weekly bases and the saturated pastures 
were difficult to travel even with 4WD 
vehicles. I did however, find the crows 
pillaging one of my bird feeders. Now just 
about everyone know that crows are excep- 
tionally smart birds. Those of us who used 
to hunt crows with rifles can tell you that 
these black rascals have a most unusual 
trait, they seem to have the uncanny ability 
to feel the crosshair on their chest at 200 
yards and beyond. Don’t snicker, they 
really do. We who used to shoot crows 


regularly have proved this many times. You 
settle into a steady hold, align the crosshair 
on his chest and start the squeeze. More 
times than not, the crow flies before you 
fire, because of course, he felt the 
crosshair. This leads to hurrying the shot 
and has caused more missed birds than 
range estimation error and wind drift 
combined. 

I did get a shot at a crow and yes, the 
little JRP bullet does a number on them. 

There are any number of possible

applications for faster bullets in commonly 
available cases and all cannot possibly be 
covered in a brief report such as this. As to 
how fast you can push these little bullets in 
cartridges other than the ones I used, I 
don’t know. I only know they are fast and 
flat shooting. They don’t keyhole on target 
nor do they go up in a puff of smoke before 
reaching the target. And 4700 + is fast for 
any bullet. Note that I did no extensive 
load development to correlate optimum 
accuracy with velocity, being content

15 mph and an inconsistent direction, switching from 12-3 o'clock. 
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Precision Shooting has struck again!! 
An article on Canadian Fullbore competi- 
tion captured my attention, and I followed 
it up with a call to Bill Wylde, who 
confirmed that it would be a great event. 
Thus, in early June, 1997, I found myself 
deciding to travel to Ottawa, Canada for 
the “F” class competition, instead of my 
more usual Camp Perry. Happily, the 
decision was a good one, however — the 
1997 Canada Fullbore Matches were, by 
far, the best I ever attended. I shot well 
and enjoyed everything, and met many 
interesting and wonderful competitors 
from various countries. The decision was 
not without a few complications along the 
way, however. While normally, all I have 
to do for Camp Perry is load ammo and 
go, the planning for this trip was very 
complex, with many days of anxiety 
because of the time element. The matches 
were scheduled in mid-August and | 
didn’t have a good “F” class rifle 
available. I had a .22-250 with a worn 
barrel, so I sent it off to be rebarrelled to 
6.5-284. It arrived in time, and turned out 
well... but, unfortunately, unbeknownst to 
me, Canada changed the rules limiting the 
size of the cartridges! My new wonder- 
rifle was now illegal for the matches!! 

I did, however, have an ace in the 
hole... Bill Wylde was building me a .22- 
250, which would be legal. It also arrived 
in time for the matches, but I spent many 
an anxious moment while waiting for it, 
counting the days, as I'd need time to 
develop handloads and accuracy test it. In 
the meantime, I had a different problem 
to wrestle with. A separate, 90-shot match 
was scheduled for the .223/5.56mm

NATO cartridge, with distances from 300 
to 900 meters. I wanted to shoot all the 
matches, but knew that my AR-15 match 
rifles, being semi-automatic, would be 
illegal in Canada. Fortunately, my good 
friend, Jack Leather, had a spare Krieger 
1:8" twist, 30" .224 barrel and a 
Remington 700 short action on hand. We 
headed at all speed to the local gunsmithy 
(Dietz Gun Shop, 421 Range Rd., New 
Braunfels, TX, 78132) with these compo- 
nents in hand, to get a rifle started for the 
special .223 match. Again, the delivery 
time was a worrisome factor. To complete 
the rifle, I ordered a PUG (PS advertiser) 
stock, which proved to be a good choice. 
I still had to hope both the .223 rifle and 
the stock would be completed and arrive 
in time. About 4-5 days elapsed, and I 


received information from Canada that 
any legal rifle could be used in the .223 
match, provided it fired a .224" diameter 
bullet. The .22-250 was legal!! A call to 
Dietz informed me that they had not 
chambered the barrel yet, so the order 
was changed to a_ .22-250. In the 
meantime, the .22-250 from Bill Wylde 
arrived, and I shot excellent scores with it 
at the 11th Rocky Mountain Palma 
Matches, winning the PS “F” class and 
also the Commonwealth Match. 
Meanwhile, back at the ranch, the 
PUG stock for the second .22-250 
arrived, and the Dietz gunsmith shop put 
everything together, adding a Jewell 
trigger. They decided, after careful exam- 
ination, that the top sleeve needed 
bedding. They accomplished _ this, 
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refining it with a slight raised incline to 
the rear of the bedding, to give me addi- 
tional elevation adjustment — it was a 
beautiful job, and I found I had 8 minutes 
of elevation remaining after I was zeroed 
at 900 meters!! Now, I had a new, 
Remington actioned, metal stocked rifle 
with a Weaver 16X “T” scope ready to 
go. Accuracy was just average at first — 
about a minute of angle, and then it 
improved and improved. When I had 4 
shots (no more ammo) under a postage 
stamp at 300 yards, I decided to stop 
testing. I was ready for Canada! All I had 
was a 300 yard zero, but that was the 
correct zero for 300 meters in Canada, 
and using normal “come-ups” for the .22- 
250, I had no long range zero problems. 
One consideration that’s very important 
when deciding or estimating initial zeros 
is to recall that 800 and 900 meter zeros 
are NOT 800 and 900 yard zeros! For 800 
meters, use your 900 YARD zero, and for 
900 meters, use your 1000 yard zero! As 
the matches drew near, I realized one 
more item needed attention. The top 
sleeve of the PUG stock covered the 
serial number of the rifle. I knew the 
Canadian Customs officials wouldn’t 
approve of that, so another gunsmith, 
Steve Cline, cut a little window in the 
sleeve and relocated a screw to expose 
the serial number. Perfect job... Too bad 
the Customs officials never looked at the 
rifle!! (But, maybe next year they will!) 
On to load development. I quickly 
settled on 37.4 gr. H4350 in new RP 
cases with WW primers and moly-coated 
80 gr. Sierra bullets, with a velocity of 
3150 fps. I could easily reach over 3200,

but that velocity sometimes caused diffi- 
culty in unlocking the bolt. Any 
unlocking problems, however slight, 
cause a change in the bipod’s position, 
and that requires a more than normal 
repositioning of the rifle back into 
battery, or, worse, forcing the crosshairs 
to the aiming point. I prefer the crosshairs 
to rest centered on the target without too 
much aiming effort on my part. Now, I 
was almost ready to go — all I had to do 
was load the ammo. Over 600 rounds 
were needed for the individual matches, 


sighters and team matches. As_ it 
happened, I shot 19 separate matches, 
requiring 39 individual squadding tickets 
and 475 rounds for record, plus about 40 
for sighters (which were convertible). I 
entered all the matches, except for the 
team and 300-meter International events. 
Targets were the 5V type instead of the 
10X type we use here in the U.S. 

The aggregate matches, spread out 
over different ranges and many days,

were squadded so that conditions were 
equal for everyone. The aggregate 
matches, excluding the 300-meter 
International events, consisted of the 
MacDonald Stewart Grand Aggregate, 
with 175 total shots from 300-900 meters. 
The 80-shot, 900 meter, Long Range 
Challenge Match and last, a 90-shot, 6- 
day .223/5.56mm match covering from 
300-900 meters that was divided into Part 
I and Part II. Bill Wylde had the highest 
score, 867-110V x 875-175V, in the 
Grand Aggregate Match; although not 
eligible to win the match, he did win the 
“F” Class Farquharson Trophy.

with a 222-21 V. Three Individual matches 
(not in the Grand Aggregate) were 
scheduled at the same time as the team 
matches were being fired; these were the 
300 and 800 meter Street Match, the 800 
and 900 meter Perry Match, and the 300, 
500 and 600 yard Hayhurst Match. Ten 
shots were fired at each range, and I won 
all three with scores of 99-V, 100-12V, 
and 150-20V respectively. The Street 
match was fired in a steady rain. Overall, 
Bill Wylde dominated the matches. A 
German competitor, Raymond Webber, 
also an “F” class shooter, was his 
toughest competition. Both Bill and 
Raymond shot 6mm Remington rifles — 
and, from day one, Bill took the lead and 
kept it for 9 days, until the end. He didn’t 
win the matches because he had a 
superior rifle, fired a better cartridge, or 
had ammo loaded with more precision. 
He won with superior shooting skill... 
period. 

The weather was excellent for 7 of the 
9 days. First day, I was using 11 minutes 
of left wind at 900 meters, while some 
shooters needed 14 minutes. Generally, I 
found the wind to vary from 2-6 MOA for 
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the majority of the match, with occasional 
switches from left to right. We got rained 
on for 2 days in succession — not a hard 
rain, but enough to get things soaked. I 
had lots of difficulty with the ocular lens 
of my scope getting wet, and then not 
being able to dry it enough to get off one 
clear shot. The drying towels would get 
wet and wiping the lens just made 
accurate aiming more difficult. With only 
45 seconds allowed to shoot, the wet lens 
was big trouble for me. I fired many shots 
with only the intersection of the 
crosshairs visible and the spotting and 
value disks very hard or impossible to 
see. It was just as difficult to score accu- 
rately as it was to shoot, but we all 
managed and shot well, or excellent, 
under the difficult conditions. I dropped 
only | point during the rain at 800 meters. 
From what I experienced there, I believe 
the solution to the rain on the ocular lens 
is a piece of dry chamois cloth — a dry 
piece for each wiping of the lens. If it is 
wet, it will smear the lens and that is 
worse than just having rain drops on it.

A typical day at the Connaught range begins as follows: Up at 0600 AM, with breakfast 
at 0630 and back to the barracks about 7. It’s only a 75-yard walk from the dining hall, 
and the first relay does not fire until 0800 AM. You may be on the 4th relay and not fire 
until 0930. There is adequate parking space near all the firing lines, and about 100 yards 
is the greatest distance you will need to transport your gear, by hand, to your firing point. 
If you leave the barracks with your equipment about 35-40 minutes prior to your firing 
time, you won’t need to hurry. Here is a copy of the print-out of my firing schedule for 
one day:

The firing lines covered 3 ranges, A, B, and D. However, all one had to do was report 
to the proper BUT number and you would be on the correct range; 15-30 minutes lead 
time was sufficient. The firing lines had large BUT numbers, 1-14, beginning on the far 
left on A range and extending the entire length of the range to D range on the right. At 
each BUT number, near the firing line, was a range worker sitting at a table, who would 
assign you and another competitor to the same target number, based on the letters 
indicated on your score card. All matches were pair firing except the Long Range 
Challenge, which was single firing. The competitors decide who will shoot the left or 
right position, and not once did I ever hear any arguments about the choice of positions. 
After completing firing, safety checks are made, score cards are turned in and you’re 
now free until your next firing time. After you finish firing for the day, you will have 
hours to wash up and get ready for supper, unless you entered all the matches — then,

you might have to hurry, but there is still 
enough time. I never missed a meal. 
After supper and time spent on your 
equipment, there are hours to spend at 
the bull sessions and a beer or two, and 
then it’s bed time. Speaking of cleaning 
equipment, I spent a minimum of time on 
my barrel — just 2 wet patches, one JB 
patch, 2 more wet ones, and then two dry 
ones — finished! I only cleaned my 
barrel 3 times during the entire match, 
and I will admit, I like Bill Wylde’s 
method of barrel cleaning even better 
than mine, as it’s easier to learn and 
much quicker. He cleans his barrel with 
moly bullets. He just shoots and shoots 
and never cleaned his barrel! After the 
first rain, he did push one wet patch 
through the bore. Did not cleaning his 
barrel hurt his scores? I doubt it. Using 
our method of 10 points per shot, he 
maintained a 198.7 average for each 20- 
shot string he fired! 

One of the most unusual and 
wonderful sights I saw during the entire 
match was a 90-year old man reporting to 
the firing line. I wish I knew his name. 
He has a special pass that permits him to 
drive near the firing line, and I was told 
he requires assistance to stand erect after 
firing. Anyone can read about the various 
sports, or watch them on TV, but this man 


is 90 and competes in a great sport!! He 
also distributes printed cards that read 
“Good For One Hug” to the girls and 
ladies. I’ve heard he gets lots of hugs! 
He’s a wise man — shoots and hugs 
women... (I hope the hugging remarks 
don’t reach the eyes/ears of a jealous 
wife or girlfriend!) I'll look forward to 
seeing him at the matches in 1998! 

The most lasting impression of this 
match, for me, was the absolutely great 
organization and conduct of the match. 
Everything was orderly and on time, and 
there was no confusion or mix-ups of any 
kind. I reported to the firing line 39 
separate times, and each time my relay 
was called to the line at precisely the 
time as scheduled. I was always aware of 
the lack of talking, shouting or loud and 
frequent range communications so 
evident on U.S. ranges. Here’s an 
example: While you wait for your relay 
to be called up, you'll hear the Chief 
Range Officer give a vocal 5-minute 
remaining time warning to the relay still 
firing. Four minutes later, you’ll hear a 
l-minute warning. Then, a cease-fire. 
The timing is exact, and the command to 
load and commence firing is the last time 
you'll hear this CRO’s voice until he 
gives your relay the 5-minute remaining 
time information. While firing, the only 
voices you’ ll hear will be your own and 
that of your scorer — announcing the 
value of the hits to each other. The

requests for pit service are minimal, and 
done very quietly by a code system. 
Example: a request of #4 on Target 10 
means you want target 10 pulled and 
marked. Each time I requested a “Mark” 
(only 4-5 times in the entire 9 days), I 
accomplished it with a hand signal. I just 
held up 4 fingers and a block officer 
always appeared and relayed the correct 
message to the pits... it was simple, 
efficient and very quiet. Not once did I 
ever hear any competitor call out or shout 
for pit service. 

The main factor that makes this match 
run like clockwork is the availability of 
trained target pullers. I don’t know 
whether there were | or 2 pullers for each 
target, but I know they were well-trained, 
quick and accurate. A group of high- 
school girls do the pulling, and they 
received a well-deserved standing ovation 
at the beginning of the awards ceremony. 
They marched, with music, in front of all 
the competitors, match officials and digni- 
taries, and everyone stood and applauded. 
As a group, I believe these girls are better 
target pullers than a group of competitors 
because they all receive the same training, 
whereas many times a new shooter or an 
active shooter either receive no training or 
incorrect pit instruction, and all too often, 
their pit service shows it. 

The living quarters I occupied at 
Connaught Range were adequate. I 
believe they cost $6.00 Canadian per day. 
If you remember WWII type barracks — 
you’re close. They had single rooms in 
more modern buildings, but I prefer the 
barracks, as there you are never lonely 
and get to meet so many interesting 
people from various places. There are 
always 4 or 5 bull sessions going on, day 
or evening. The showers, toilets, washing 
and shaving areas were separated and 
small. However, 75 yards away was a 
very large and modern latrine/shower 
building that is designed for large groups 
of men. Loud and constant snoring could 
be heard every night — and all night. 
(Wearing soft earplugs easily solved that 
problem!) Overall, however, I enjoyed the 
accommodations and will request the 
barracks again next year. The meals at 
the Connaught dining hall were really 
great — large portions, no lines, a salad 
and fruit bar — just about anything you 
would want. Breakfast, for example, 
consisted of eggs to order, pancakes, 
bacon, and sausage, beans and potatoes, 3 
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kinds of bread, bagels, 2 kinds of juice, 
milk and cereal, fresh fruit, and ice 
cream. If you want a noon snack, you can 
take bananas, oranges, plums or peaches 
with you. The noon and supper meals had 
the same variety, and total cost per day 
was about $12.00 Canadian. 

Next year, I'll be making some 
equipment changes based on my experi- 
ences — for example, I learned I won’t 
need an equipment cart or a spotting 
scope. I will include chamois cloth, a 
clothesline and an extra rifle case, so that 
Pll always have one dry case available. 
Last but not least, I'll pack a hair dryer to 
dry my equipment and wet ammo. In 
1998, I’m not going to have the new rifle 
delivery problems — I’m going to put the 
PUG stocked rifle away and not touch it. 
I have another good .22-250 from Bill 
Wylde that Pll use in the “F” class 
matches this year... and, when Canada 
time arrives, I'll take both rifles and use 
the best one. I'll probably have to flip a 
coin!! I’m already looking forward to

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Recipe for a rifle that performs well 
in 1,000 yard prone matches: take well 
made bullets with high ballistic coeffi- 
cients (BC), drive them at 3,000 fps or 
better out of a tightly chambered 30" 
barrel, mated to a squared and blue- 
printed receiver, bedded skillfully in a 
good prone stock, top with a good scope 
and leave the rest to the operator, if he has 
the skill. For a real bonus create as little 
recoil as possible. 

The diameter and weight of the 
bullets mentioned above is not really 
important, provided that they have a BC 
of .550 or better and can remain 
supersonic at 1,000 yards. On the 
1,000 yard line at Camp Perry for the 
1997 National Championships, there 
were many .300 Winchester Magnums, 
a significant number of 6.5x284 wild- 
cats, a surprisingly high number of .223 
Remingtons and the ever ubiquitous .308 
Winchester in both Palma and regular 
match rifle configurations. One caliber 
that was really rare, in fact there may not 
have been any at all, was 6.5 Remington 
Magnum. 

I predict that there will be some rifles 
chambered in this almost obsolete 
cartridge at Camp Perry, and several other 
matches, in 1998. What evidence do I 
have for this? Late last year this caliber 
was mentioned in a PS article about long 
range shooting in Tennessee, several 
shooters in the Northeast, including me, 
are having rifles built, and the supply of 
brass and loaded ammunition has 
suddenly dried up after years of sitting 
almost undisturbed on dealers’ shelves. 

The reason for this sudden interest? 
This sleeper has the potential for amazing 
accuracy - not just in magnum terms but 
compared with any non bench rest 
caliber. How about several groups in the 
.2s and .3s and many others sub .5 inches 


at 100 yards? As bench rest shooters have 
proved, short, fat powder columns are 
more likely to create the conditions for 
accuracy. The 6.5 Rem. Mag. case is defi- 
nitely short and fat, mainly because it was 
initially created to offer Magnum per- 
formance out of short actions and 
to cycle through the magazines of 
Remington 600 series rifles and carbines.

Adventures with an 
obscure factory chambering

Because of this design limitation the 
bullets had to be seated to an overall 
length of 2.80 inches to fit in the 
magazine, reducing projectile choice to 
those weighing 120 grains or less.

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scope that is used for testing and ‘any sight’ matches. Iron sight bases are also fitted 
for conventional prone matches. The iron sight set on this gun will be a Warner #1 


rear and an RPA front. 


touch, or almost touch, the rifling. (See 
photo #1). 

Larry Racine, an excellent gunsmith 
who is always experimenting, suggested 
the possibilities of this caliber to me at a 
long range match in Massachusetts in 
September, 1997. After some discussion 
I sent him an old Remington 700 long 
action with a magnum bolt face and he 
trued it, lapped the bolt lugs and fitted a 
1:8 twist, 6.5 Krieger twice-frozen barrel, 
chambered in 6.5 Rem. Mag. and finished 
at 30 inches. The chamber in this barrel is 
not a “normal” magnum chamber. Larry 
headspaces off the belt so tightly that 


about 30 per cent of cases will not allow 
the bolt to close and so have to be slightly 
modified in a jig of his design in order to 
chamber. The shoulder to bolt face 
dimension is also shorter than in a factory 
chamber so that when factory cases are 
fired the shoulder moves forward approx- 
imately .002". This has removed all the 
case stretching problems sometimes expe- 
rienced with the magnum calibers. As a 
test, I fired one case 15 times with a 
normal charge of powder and it shows no 
signs of incipient separation. 

With the barreled action complete it 
was sent off to Lone Wolf Adventure

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Gear in Montana for Bob Culbertson to 
bed in one of his Tactical Master fully 
adjustable prone stocks, with a Tubb 
three-way butt assembly and adjustable 
cheek-piece. The completed rifle was 
finished with what Bob calls his Extreme 
Accuracy Systems (EAS) Carbon Fiber 
Bedding. As usual, the rifle was returned 
well within the promised three months, 
looking superb (Photo #2). 

In the meantime I had received a letter 
from Larry Racine containing some 
targets he had shot with his 6.5 Rem. Mag 
at 100 yards. Using Sierra 142 grain 
Match King bullets and Hodgdon 
H4831SC or IMR 4350 powder, he was 
shooting groups with 5 shots in less than 
5 inches following a single fouling shot. 
He hadn’t chronographed these loads but 
was expecting about 3,000 feet per 
second. I couldn’t wait to get my rifle 
back to see what it would do. 

While waiting for the completed rifle 
to arrive, I hit an unexpected snag. Brass 
and ammunition which had seemed to be 
in plentiful supply last September when I 
was contemplating this project was now 
hard to find. One company, with a well- 
deserved reputation for supplying 
obsolete or hard-to-find items, told me 
that 6.5 Rem. Mag. Brass had been sitting 
around for years but in the last few weeks 
buyers had cleaned him out. I heard the 
same story from all the other sources | 
tried. When I first considered the project, 
I had bought 120 rounds of loaded ammu- 
nition from Old Western Scrounger and 
picked up another 80 rounds from the 
oddments table at a local gun shop. 
However, if I wanted to continue with this 
experiment, another source of brass 
would have to be found. 

The .350 Remington Magnum uses 
the same parent case as the 6.5 and the 
brass seems to be in good supply. A 
phone call to PS advertiser Widener’s 
Reloading & Shooting Supply and 250 
virgin cases were on there way. I had 
already received Redding 6.5 Rem. Mag. 
full length sizing and form and trim dies 
from Sinclair as well as a 7/8 x 14 
Micrometer seating die and a neck sizing 
die from Neil Jones Custom Products. 

Armed with these excellent examples 
of the tool makers’ art and a new 
container of Imperial Sizing Wax, I set to 
work to make the smaller caliber brass I 
needed from the larger caliber brass

supplied by Widener’s. An hour later I 
was ready to give up. Neither the form 
and trim die nor the full length sizing die 
would do anything but crush the neck of 
the .350 brass into the body of the case. 
No matter how much Imperial Wax I 
applied I was not doing the job. It was just 
too much of a squeeze from .350" to 
.264" or 6.5mm. and I didn’t have an 
intermediate die. An hour’s thought, over 
an adult beverage, and I came up with a 
solution. I replaced the .290 x 26° 
bushing in the Neil Jones neck sizing die 
with a .334 x 25° from a .308 Norma 
Mag. die also by Neil Jones. Running the 
cases into the 6.5 Rem. Mag. neck sizing 
die with the .334 bushing first and then 
into the full-length sizing die with a 
floating carbide expander resulted in 
cases that could be neck-turned and then 
fire-formed using an appropriate load 
(See photo #3). The fire-forming process 
was used to do the break-in process on the 
new barrel. 

The fire-formed brass was inside neck 
reamed, the primer pockets were 
uniformed, trimmed to length and then 
chamfered. Once all preparation was 
completed, I weighed the cases and came 
up with two lots of 50 that each weighed 
within 2 grains, one between 215 and 
216.9 grains and the other between 217 
and 218.9 grains. 

With brass ready I made up 5 rounds 
each of a variety of bullet/powder combi- 
nations, just to get a feel for what would 
work. Federal 215M magnum primers 
were used throughout and all bullets were 
seated .005 off the lands in this initial test. 
See Table 1.

It was obvious that the rifle liked the 
Sierra 140 grain MKs. This is not 
surprising as it is always difficult to get 
VLD bullets to shoot well at 100 yards 
because they do not have time to “go to 
sleep”. I decided to experiment some more 
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with N160 and Hodgdon H4831 to see what kind of groups I could get and to chronograph 
the results. See Table 2.

The Savage Model 110 rifle, in all its 
variations, is becoming widely known as 
having better than average accuracy but 
there has always been complaints about 
the trigger mechanism. These complaints 
come mostly from shooters who use their 
rifles for either serious varmint hunting 
or in high-power rifle competition. 
Admittedly the mechanism was designed 
for hunting rifles, but Savage still uses it 
for its target and varmint rifles. A weight of 
pull of five pounds or more is a serious 
problem when you are on your belly and 
trying to keep your sights or scope 
crosshairs on the x-ring while tugging on a 
reluctant trigger. 

While it is possible to adjust the 
mechanism down to two or even one and a 
half pounds without creep or overtravel it 
requires skill to achieve this and gentle 
closing of the bolt is necessary or it will 
decock which is a nuisance, or a miss if it 
fires. And if it “fires” other than on a target 
range, all sorts of downright unpleasant 
scenarios now become distinct possibili- 
ties...ranging from unpleasant to fatal. 

Well, now there is a nice solution or 
answer to the complaints and problems. 
This is a very ingenious mechanism 
designed by Fred L. Moreo and offered by 
SHARP SHOOTER SUPPLY, 4970 
Lehman Rd., Delphos, Ohio, 45833, 
phone 419-695-3179. His mechanism fits 
in the existing Savage trigger housing. 
Installation consists of removing the 
Savage trigger with its pivot pin and the 
spring on the right side of the housing. The 
new mechanism is slipped into the Savage 
housing and retained by a #6-32 bolt and 
self-locking nut using the existing Savage 
trigger pin hole.

Adjustments are then made 
following the detailed instruction 
sheets. This is important and should only 
be done by a competent gunsmith. When 
the installation is done properly the pull 
can be within a range of two pounds down 
to a half a pound, the creep and overtravel 
will be imperceptible and the safety will be 
operable.

clockwise. This screw is accessible when 
the trigger is removed. Furthermore, when 
the gun is cocked and the safety is on do 
not put any pressure on the trigger or the 
safety may become a trigger. 

The “Sharp Shooter” mechanism is 
well designed and made. The principle 
used is the addition of an intermediate sear 
between the Savage sear and the new 
trigger. Moreo sent me one to review and 
comment on and the first thing I did after 
installing it and adjusting it was to call him 
to congratulate him for a job well done. 
I’m having a 6mm Talldog built on a new 
Savage short single shot action (I had to 
buy a complete rifle to get the action) and 
will put this mechanism in it. I personally 
have designed a “2 ounce” mechanism for 
the Savage action, but manufacture has 
been delayed. It is not a Savage project so 
do not call them. Also, my mechanism is 
intended solely for benchrest shooting, so 
there is no safety provided. 

The “Sharp Shooter Supply” mechanism 
will quiet the complainers and should make 
the Savage varmint and target rifles more

This was practice day, which 
offered me the chance to do some load 
development with my new F-class .284 
barrel. I had three loads which had shown 
promise at short range, which I now 
wanted to submit to the acid test. The first 
of these was Hornady’s 162 grain Amax 
(which I had given Neco’s moly-coating) 
driven by 55.0 grains of H4350, giving a 
velocity of nearly 3000 feet per second out 
of the 28" Pac-Nor barrel. Number 2 was 
Jimmy Knox’s 168 grain VLD pill in front 
of 54.5 gr. or H4350. I visited with Jimmy 
at the ‘98 SHOT show and he told me that 
he was not going to give up making his

fine quality bullets, but that he had to give 
his long-suffering partner and wife, the 
charming and patient Carlene, a break 
from her never-ending paperwork duties. I 
and many other shooters received this 
news with joy, and hope that the Knox’s 
will conclude a marketing deal soon. The 
JLK’s, also moly-coated, left the muzzle at 
about 2940 f/s with this load. Finally, Pd 
decided to give Walt Berger’s sleek 180 
grain pills a try. I ordered these with 
Berger’s own moly coat, which appears 
near-silver in color. My charge with this 
load was 57.0 grains RL 22, and I was 
pleased that these were churning up over 
2800 with these heavy bullets. All three 
loads were in case lots separated into 1/2 
grain increments and neck-turned to just 
clean up, and each was seated just shy of 
the lands. 

I had a chance to fire these at 900 and 
1000, on standard 1000 yard targets. Once 
a zero was obtained with each, I fired 37 
rounds for unofficial “score”, dropping 7 
points in all, or less than 2%. Promising, 
but not scintillating. 

Meanwhile, the sky had gone leaden in 
the west, with the long black streaks of 
nimbostratus so typical of a slow-moving 
front. I packed it in for the day, and headed 
for the hotel. 

Friday was the first day of the match, 
and I awoke to the sound of raindrops on 
the awning and vivid radar echoes on the 
morning weather report. Wonderful. I did 
notice that the precip appeared to extend 
no further west than about San Jose, 
however. When I arrived at SVSC, the 
Canadians had their foul-weather gear on, 
while most of the Americans were 
wandering about looking confused. A 
few fat drops fell on my windshield, 
portending worse. 

We had a good field this year, 62 
shooters in all, although only 12 
Canadians were able to make it. They

brought some top competitors, however, 
including Canadian Palma team captain 
Ken Westling, Ed Bergsma, Peter Page, 
Doug Potter and a number of other 
veterans. Perennials Leo D’Amour and 
Doug Frazier were ailing, and had to 
cancel. We all hope they’re on the mend. 
One British shooter graced our presence, 
shooting for the Canadian team; Mick 
Barr and his wife delighted us with their 
tales of the shooting life in Old Blighty. 

The Yank contingent was strong, with 
top competitors Tom Whitaker, Noma 
Zinsmaster, Dennis Flaharty, Johnie 
Franklin, Dave Milosevich, Eric Pintard 
and last year’s winner Bob Gamboa 
present and accounted for, among many 
others. Fellow PS columnist Tom Lintner 
was there with his wife Barbara. He was 
trying out his new eyes (no, I don’t mean 
some new piece of high tech optical 
hardware!). He’ll tell you about it better 
than I can. 

The rain held off for the duration of 
Friday’s shoot, and when the sun went 
down, match organizer Lonnie Kuhns had 
hole-shot the field with a sizzling 448 17x 
and won the day by 7 points, shooting his 
post-’64 model 70. This breach of hostly 
etiquette was easily forgiven in Lonnie’s 
case, as he, his friends and family did their 
usual fabulous job in staffing the festivities. 
Friday evening, many of us gathered at 
Bob and Janet Gamboa’s home above 
Folsom Lake, and enjoyed a measure of 
California hospitality that is growing 
legendary among Palma shooters. On the 
other hand, some say it is a sly trick to 
foster gluttony and bibulous over-indul- 
gence among the competition. Whichever, 
everyone had their usual marvelous time. 

Other top scores on Day | were turned 
in by Tom Whitaker and Noma Zinsmaster 
who both shot 441, tying for 2nd. In fourth 
by himself was Ken Westling, with 439, 
proving that the cobwebs of Canadian 
winter were nearly gone. Ken was 
shooting a new Gaulin-actioned rifle by 
Armtech of Canada, more of which later. 
Tied for fifth with 438’s were Dave 
Milosevich, J.B. Smally, Alan Dapp, Eric 
Pintard, Keith Clark and Clint Dahlstrom. 

The Gaulin action is a very interesting 
piece of work. This has a flat-bottomed 
stainless steel receiver with two hefty 
integral recoil lugs beneath the receiver 


ring. This action is taller than it is wide, 
and appears very rigid in the vertical 
plane. True to current Palma thinking, it is 
a 4 lug design with a 50° bolt lift. This 
architecture has become an absolute 
article of faith among many Palma 
shooters. No matter that Tom Whitaker 
and Mitch Maxberry shoot 2 lug designs, 
for a large number of Palma shooters if it 
ain’t got 4 lugs, forget it! Unlike the RPA, 
the Gaulin has a spirally fluted bolt body 
smaller than the locking lugs in diameter, 
measuring some .787". The top of the 
receiver wears an integral dovetail that 


looks like it would accept Warne-style 
rings. A most interesting feature is the 
primary extraction mechanism; instead of 
the usual inclined camming surface 
machined into the bridge, the Gaulin has a 
closely machined roller about 7/16" in 
diameter, secured to the receiver with a 
hefty allen-head screw. This engages the 
root of the bolt handle on the upstroke, 
efficiently breaking loose any recalcitrant 
empty. Firing pin travel is short, at just 
under 3/16", and the striker’s blow can be

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adjusted by means of interchangeable 
springs of varying strengths. Ken’s rifle 
(which is being auctioned off in support of 
Canada’s Palma team) had a deluxe Canjar 
trigger on it, set close to the official Palma 
minimum of 1.5K (3.3 pounds). I’m told 
that RPA triggers will soon be an alterna- 
tive option. The aluminum floorplate has 4 
inline action screws connected to the 
receiver. An interesting twist here is that 
the corresponding holes in the floorplate 


are slotted, permitting a limited range of 


fore-and-aft adjustment to suit individual 
ergonomic needs (prior to glass bedding, 
of course!). The extractor is either a Sako 
unit or a direct knock-off; no ejector is 
provided, in keeping with this action’s 
specialized purpose. I did not have the 
opportunity to measure bolt-to-receiver 
clearance, but it appeared quite precise, on 
the order of .006" to .008". The locking 
lug bearing surfaces on both bolt and 
receiver are cut at 45° to the action’s long 
axis, to assist in keeping everything 
centered up axially. This is also a “cone- 
bolt” design, with a 30° female recess in 
the barrel to aid in feeding. Both ‘06 and 
.223 bolt faces are available. At a weight 
of approximately 44 ounces, this action is 
not a featherweight, but it is some 10 oz. 
lighter than the most diminutive RPA 
action presently available. To this writer, 
the Gaulin does not appear to sacrifice any 
rigidity in critical areas in achieving this 
weight savings. 

As is my custom, I surveyed the 
competitors regarding their equipment. The 
RPA/Swing/Paramount action continues its 
dominance, with 35 shooters using it. Far 
back in 2nd place was Stolle, with 6, 
followed by Model 70 (5), Remington 700 
(5 total, 2 wearing sleeves), Musgrave (3), 
AMT (2) and | each of Steyr, Sportco, Hart, 
Remington XP100, Remington 788 and 
Shilen. 

A similar story emerged with barrels, 
with the Kreiger Palma contour 1-13" .298 
bore .3065 groove predominating. The 
Obermeyer having the same specifications 
occupied 2nd position; as before these 
were reportedly more difficult to get hold 
of. Also, represented were McClennan and 
Smith out of Canada, Madco and Border 


from down under, and Blackstar. Some of 


these were 1-12 twist and full bore and 
groove diameter. 


The picture with sights was much the 
same, with no overwhelming dominance 
by 1 maker. Warner had picked up 1 
convert, switching from an older, worn-out 
model. Bob Jones eyepieces continued to 
find favor among a number of shooters. 

An interesting phenomenon was 
observed among the RPA crowd with 
regard to triggers. Many were installing 
Skip Epp’s “Davies” trigger, this at the 
same time that Gaulin is offering the RPA 
trigger on their actions! The tinkering 
never stops. Arnie Jewell’s lovely units 


“Consistency

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continue to be a favorite with those 
shooting Remington-pattern actions. 

Winchester brass continued to attract 
the greatest following, 
generous case capacity. Larua was in 
second place with Lake City match, 
Remington and ‘92 Palma cases also in 
use. Primers in use seem little changed 
with Federal 210 M’s enjoying a plurality. 
Varget had attracted a couple more 
shooters in the past year.

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with scattered fair-weather cumulus 
flitting across an azure sky. A big cumu- 
lonimbus had traversed the area the 
evening before, just east of the range. It 
was to be the last we saw of the Kid for the 
entire weekend.

What made this performance all the 
more amazing is that no fewer than 10 of 
his opponents were among the top 30 U.S.

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Remington game rifle built on a Mark X 
action, which I had previously threaded 
for a brake. Testing was done on a covered 
range, using a test bed built around one of 
Midway’s gun vises (see attached photo). 
This contraption has a rather, ...um, 
unusual appearance, and is always good 
for a snicker or two when things are a little 
slow at the range. I built it so that it could 
be adjusted level with a spirit bubble. The 
sliding surfaces are slick formica against 
injection-molded plastic, and it has proved 
to have a good degree of both sensitivity 
and repeatability. I also brought my digital 
sound meter made by Radio Shack, to 
check any noise differential between 
modes. 

The B.E.S.T. brake is a clever design 
consisting of an inner body threaded for 
installation on the barrel, and an outer 
sleeve closely fitted to the body, and 
retained by a spring-loaded ball bearing 
engaging recesses in the sleeve. Both body 
and sleeve are drilled with 6 banks of gas 
ports (60 degrees radially separated from 
each other) that align with each other 
when the brake is in the “on” position. 
Turning the brake “off” requires only that 
the outer sleeve be given a quick 30° twist, 
closing off the ports. Since neither the 
barrel’s weight nor its configuration is 
changed, its harmonics are unaffected; 
thus, the same point of impact will be 
maintained in either position. 

How does it work? The long and the 
short of it is, just fine, thanks. With the 
brake “on”, the distance traveled under 
recoil was cut essentially in half, compa- 
rable to the better brakes tried previously 
on this rig. With the ports closed, the noise 
measured at the point of the shooter’s ear 
declined by some 2 decibels. The pressure 
impulse felt by the shooter and those 
nearby was also perceptibly reduced. 
Compared with another well known after- 
market brake (not a PS advertiser), the 
B.E.S.T. brake in the “on” position was 
both slightly quieter and slightly more 
effective in reducing recoil. 

If you’re a shooter who wants the 
advantages of a quality brake (who may 
also feel the need to shave its noise 
signature on occasion) you need to give 
the B.E.S.T. brake a serious look. It is 
available in both chrome-moly and 
stainless, with a variety of thread sizes 
and finishes. These brakes are priced at 
$135.00 for the blued chrome-moly 
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version and $148.00 for the stainless. That 
makes them competitive with the higher 
end of standard muzzle brakes available in 
the after-market.

Not Well 


It’s time to take a break from trying to 
put all those barrel numbers to the years 
they were made and talk a bit about some 
gunsmiths whose names you may never 
have heard of. A name on a rifle may or 
may not guarantee quality workmanship, 
but a rifle that has good workmanship 
and no maker’s name should not be 
discounted. There were several skilled 
individuals who made few sporting rifles 
compared to the output of the larger 
shops. For the most part these unknowns 
worked regionally and never gained a 
national reputation. Each rifle should 
stand on its own merits whether the name 
on it is Griffin & Howe or none at all. The 
more I play with these older sporters the 
more rewarding it is to be able to put a 
name to whose work it is. Equally 
rewarding is to be able to identify who the 
rifle was made for. I have a thick “Who 
Was The Owner’ file that was made 
shorter this week when I was able to, 
after only eight years, identify a rifle 
made for Ernest de Koven Leffingwell, 
the famous arctic explorer. 


The Kirkwood Shop: 

Many times I have tried to imagine what 
it would have been like to walk down the 
streets of Boston, Massachusetts in 1916. 
I'd have passed under the Golden Shotgun 
that hung above the door to the Kirkwood 
Brothers Gun Shop at 23 Elm Street. Pd 
get myself a cup of coffee, sit back by the 
coal stove and wait for George Lowell 
Aspinwall, an officer of the Shawmut 
Bank of Boston to come into the shop on 
his noon break to talk over the details of 
the rifle he was having made by William 
Kirkwood. I suspect that the planning took 
as long as the work because no detail on

this project was overlooked. This rifle was 
purchased through the NRA before WW I 
and has The Ordnance Bomb & NRA 
stamped on the floor plate. The bolt is the 
flat, spoon-type popular on European 
rifles of the day. This bolt style was also 
favored by men who would be hunting 
from horseback, as this made the rifle 
flatter so it would fit into a scabbard much 
better than a rifle with a conventional bolt. 
The top tang was lengthened by three 
inches and the bottom tang by two inches. 
The rear barrel sight is a two-leaf Rigby 
sight that was bought from A. O. Niedner 
in nearby Malden (this sale is listed in 
Niedner’s shop book). One fault of the 
Lyman cocking piece sight used here is 
that there is always some looseness in the 
bolt and it may not return to the same spot 
after each shot. This problem was solved 
by Kirkwood with a pin inserted into the

bottom of the bolt sleeve and ground to 
length so that when the bolt closed this pin 
forced the bolt sleeve to stop in the same 
position every time. An outstanding piece 
of French walnut was used to make this 
stock. The butt plate was made out of 
horn, the trapdoor grip cap was made out 
of silver as is the name plate in the 
forearm. Even though the recess in the 
grip cap is empty, I suspect this cavity was 
made for a compass and that was why 
silver and not steel was used. Stamped in 
the wood under the receiver is the single 
word “Kirkwood.” So far, I have located 
three of these Kirkwood rifles; all are 
marked in the same manner. I’m afraid 
that my words and pictures may not 
convey what an outstanding rifle this is. 
David Kirkwood was born in

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Scotland. After apprenticing in Edinburgh 
with Thomas Mortimer he worked for 
Weber of Frankfort, Germany then 
Whitworths of Manchester, England. 
Kirkwood then traveled to America with 
Mortimer’s son Henry. In 1874 Henry & 
David started the Mortimer & Kirkwood 
shop in Boston, Massachusetts. In 1881 
the partnership was dissolved and the 
name of the business was changed to 
David Kirkwood. Kirkwood made 
custom “Made to Order” double barrel 
shotguns in the $100-200 price range. As 
well as making shotguns, David also 
patented and produced a center-fire, 
single-shot rifle. In 1878 at the age of 
twelve, William Kirkwood apprenticed to 
his father, David, and it was not long 
before William became a fine workman. 
David Kirkwood died in March of 1897 
and William and his sister Margaret 
(Parks) ran the shop under their father’s 
name until 1902 when the name was 
changed to Kirkwood Brothers. A 
brother named Horace worked for a time 
at the shop, then left the gunmaking 
business and moved to Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. Margaret was an accom- 
plished trap shot and a friend of Annie 
Oakley. A.O. Niedner in an interview in 
1954 referred to Margaret Parks as a good 
stockmaker; when and what kind of 
stockmaking she did I have not learned. 
By the time the 1903 Springfield was 
starting to be sporterized, shotguns to 
order were no longer being made at the 
Kirkwood shop. The Kirkwoods were 
then importing shotguns from England 
but still doing stocking and other repair 
work. William died in 1955, four years 
after his sister Margaret. When the 
Kirkwood Bros. Gunshop of Boston, 
Massachusetts was absorbed by Bob 
Smith Sporting Goods Company in 
1973, there ended the 99-year history of 
one of the oldest custom gunmaking 
shops in America. 


W. S. Mielcarek & Sons: 

Several years ago a fellow collector of 
sporting rifles sent me the description and 
pictures of the illustrated rifle. At the time 
I had no clue as to who the maker could 
have been. From the raised fleur-de-lis 
and checkering pattern, grip cap and 
skeleton butt plate it was obvious that the 


maker had seen and copied a higher grade 
Parker shotgun. A couple of other inter- 
esting things found on this rifle are a 
locking screw that holds the sling eye 
from turning in the stock, and an inletted 
fleur-de-lis made out of ebony in the 
stock just in front of the floor plate. Over 
the next few years this rifle traded hands 
a couple of times and after the last trade I 
was the new custodian. Having it in my 
hand did not help me in identifying the 
maker. While I was visiting a friend in 
Colorado who has a wonderful firearms 
library we were sitting among his books 
when I picked up a copy of the first 
American Rifleman. While looking

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through it, I came across an ad for W. S. 
Mielcarek & Sons and a picture of a rifle 
that may very well have been the same as 
the one shown here. The irony is that I 
wrote letters and sent pictures to everyone 
I could think of who might give me a clue 
as to who the maker of this rifle was. (At 
the same time I will mention that I have a 
complete set of the American Rifleman 
magazine and I had completely over- 
looked this ad.) Now with the name and 
address from the ad I was on the way to 
solving this mystery, or was I? I then 
learned that W. S. Mielcarek was doing 
gunsmith work in Grand _ Rapids, 
Michigan in 1887 (American Gunsmiths

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by Sellers, Gun Room Press; 1983) and 
his business was located at 4224 South 
Western Avenue Chicago, Illinois in 
1920-1923. Mielcarek advertised in 
Outdoor Life once in 1920 and in the 
American Rifleman one time in 1923. 
Okay, that’s it, that’s all I have been able 
to come up with. The good part is, if one 
of these rifles shows up in the future I can 
say “Oh sure, that’s a W. S. Mielcarek & 
Sons rifle.’ With all due respect to Mr. 
Mielcarek this is not “The Finest Sporting 
Rifle in the World” but never the less it is 
a very interesting and unique piece. 


Leonard & Hyde: 

Tracking Samuel A. Leonard has been 
like looking for an arctic fox in a 
snowstorm. I know he existed but I just 
cannot get a complete picture of him. 
Sometime before 1928 Leonard left his 
job as head stocker for Purdey’s of 
London and emigrated to New York City. 

Before 1935 George J. Hyde, who was 
the shop foreman and metal man at 
Griffin & Howe quit G&H and went into 
business for himself. Leonard teamed up 
with Hyde and their rifles are marked 
“No. XXX Leonard & Hyde New York” 
on the barrel. In May of 1935 Ned 
Roberts and his father-in-law W.G.C. 
Kimball went into business together as 
“Roberts and Kimball’ in Woburn, 
Massachusetts. Their idea was to make 
high-quality sporting and varmint rifles 
on Mauser actions in the then popular 
cartridge that bears Roberts’ name, the 
.257 Roberts. Metal work on _ these 
Roberts & Kimball guns was done by 
Hyde and the stocking was done by 
Leonard. Some information suggests that 
Leonard and Hyde did not relocate to 
Massachusetts but that the work was sent 
to them in New York City. Roberts & 
Kimball company lasted less than a year 
and their rifles are not found very often. 
As far as I know the barrels are marked 
“Roberts & Kimball’. (Is that right 
Dave?) Before or after this business failed 
Leonard made “Best” quality sidelock 
double barrel shotguns and sporting rifles 
under his own name. The illustrated 
Leonard-Springfield sporter is marked 
“No. 219 S. A. Leonard New York’’. In 
outward appearance this rifle looks like a 
G&H as far as all the refinements on the 
metal. It has the matted receiver top, 
thumb print on the floorplate, finely 
checkered trigger, ramp front and barrel 


band sling swivel. I have no doubt that the 
metal work was done by Hyde. One 
known Leonard shotgun is marked No. 
1945. What these numbers stand for I 
have no idea, but I do know that Leonard 
did not make 219 guns, much less 1,945 
of them. The quality of workmanship on 
all of Leonard’s is as good as Griffin & 
Howe’s. After the Roberts & Kimball 
business failure I have found nothing 
more about Mr. Leonard. Did he return to 
England, as so many others did at the 
outbreak of trouble with Germany? 
Whenever I think that the search is 
hopeless, I think of the length of time I 
spent trying to locate a relative of the late

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done by a gunsmith who was well known 
at the time the rifle was made. My instinct 
tells me that it was made by a gunsmith 
who worked with single-shot rifles like 
the Marlin Ballard or the Sharps 
Borchardt which both have this curved 
pistol grip. I have records of several of the 
single-shot rifle makers who made 
sporters using bolt action rifles. Ones that 
come to mind are A.W. Peterson of 
Denver, Joseph Singer of San Francisco 
and Steve Meunier of Milwaukee.

So, you have finally decided to build 
that once-in-a-lifetime custom rifle.

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Historically, there have been several 
well-founded reasons for serious shooters 
to avoid such chamberings. Not the least 
of those was a general lack of availability 
of cases suitable for reforming into some 
of the more interesting possibilities. With 
A-Square, Lazzeroni and several others 
now offering proprietary cartridge cases 
and with obscure cases from Norma, 
RWS, Lapua and other manufacturers, 
we currently have rimless cases readily 
available with the following unusual 
nominal case head diameters 0.476", 
0.507", 0.523", 0.534", 0.548", 0.580", 
0.590", 0.619", 0.640" and 0.688" along 
with rimmed cases in similar profusion. 
Many of these are available in both long 
and short versions and, with the proper 
equipment, it is no trick to modify any 
case to any reasonably shortened length. 
Mr. Skip Otto, Skip’s Machine (970 245- 
5417), offers a shoulder set-back die set 
that allows simple case shortening; 
several companies offer outside neck 
turners and inside neck reamers. 

So, handloaders now have myriad 
choices in case body diameter. There is, 
however, the little problem of obtaining 
proper reloading dies. Historically, that 
has generally required sending your 
(expensive) custom chambering reamer 
set to RCBS or Redding (or someone 
else). After several weeks your friendly 
deliveryman would return your reamers 
along with your custom dies. 
Alternatively, you could send a chamber 
cast or sample fired cases — neither 
approach is particularly satisfactory. 

The pertinent question here: Just how 
many of us want to wait a couple of 
months after we have our finished dream 
rifle in hand before we begin working up 
handloads? Alternatively, one could send

Again, however, 
this means the gunsmith would have to 
postpone chambering the barrel until the 
dies were finished.

Another option is to buy an 
additional reamer set — one set for the 
gunsmith’s use, the other for the die 
maker’s use — expensive but feasible. 
While such custom dies are of

bodies in 416 stainless. These are 
designed to allow your gunsmith to 
readily produce attractive and highly 
functional finished dies in any of several 
styles. 

NEWLON die bodies are easily 
finished in the following configurations: 
full-length resizing (custom fit to your 
rifle’s chamber), with bushing-adjustable 
neck sizing (using neck sizing bushings, 
available from Redding or Wilson in 
0.001" increments for each standard 
caliber from seventeen through thirty, 
custom bushings are available for some 
larger calibers), neck sizing with shoulder 
bump (to allow partial case resizing, only 
moves case shoulder back sufficiently to 
allow smooth rechambering), bushing- 
adjustable neck sizing only, bullet seating 
(using a die chamber exactly matching 
the rifle’s chamber). Mr. Newlon 
furnishes affordable assemblies and parts 
to simplify such work. All you have to do 
is buy the bushing providing the desired 
neck tension. 

NEWLON reports that current 
Redding bushings seem to have more 
uniform external dimensions and a much 
smaller radius at the sizing opening. The 
former situation might make Redding’s 
bushings easier to use; the latter might 
suggest their bushings as superior for 
partial shoulder bumping. In any case, 
NEWLON suggests staying with one 
brand — that simplifies die adjustments. 

I should also note that it is up to the 
gunsmith to harden the finished die body. 
Many users report acceptable results using 
their NEWLON resizing die in “as- 
shipped” hardness. While acceptable as a 
stop-gap, I cannot recommend this for the 
long-haul. Your best bet is to have the 
resizing die body hardened before 
extensive use; hardening dramatically 
improves die functionality and life. If you 
omit hardening, be certain to properly 
lubricate cases before resizing and to 
prevent any debris from entering the die 
body — either primer residue or range grit 
will scratch the die, count on it!

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precisely matching those inside the die 
body. The blued finish contrasts nicely 
with the die body’s polished stainless 
steel. Decapping rod assemblies are also 
in stainless with a pleasing finish. All in 
all, Mr. Newlon’s die is quite eye 
catching. It is also feasible to convert this 
basic die body to work with conventional 
bullet seating stems, which RCBS can 
provide to precisely fit any applicable 
bullet. 

A significant point: your purchase of 
NEWLON dies allows your gunsmith to 
do two important things. First, he can 
make your custom dies while building 
your gun (so the complete package will be 
ready when you are prepared to go 
shooting!) and he can do this at a price 
that will keep you both happy (he makes a 
profit ... you can afford it!). Second, he 
can precisely fit your dies to match your 
rifle’s chamber and he can build those dies 
to precisely match your needs and desires. 

Perhaps the best way to illustrate is to 
explain my plans on a switch-barrel 
project rifle. This winter, we hope to 
chamber and install four Krieger barrels to 
work on my rotary-magazine Model-99 
Savage. Each will be custom chambered 
to handle a slightly improved wildcat 
based on the .284 Winchester case 
(shoulder unchanged, body taper reduced 
to Ackley specifications). Calibers are 
6mm, 7mm, 0.338" and 0.375". 

I have chambering reamers, including 
a special resizing die reamer that is also 
used for the roughing reamer. This reamer 
is sized to cut a case resizing die to 
correct dimensions. Determining reamer 
specifications was not simple but there is 
another hurdle — obtaining reloading 
dies! I need four custom die sets and, 
‘worse, I want special sizing and bullet 
seating dies in each version. Obviously, I 
could invest many hundreds of dollars in 
custom dies. Further, I would have to wait 
months to get those made. Troy Newlon 
provides an excellent solution. 

For each chambering, I will have a 
complete die set that includes the 
following: a standard full-length resizing 
die (for use when cases become hard to 
chamber), a shoulder-bump_ neck-sizing 
bushing die (for use when full-length 
resizing iS unnecessary), a custom 
converted Redding Competition bullet 
seating die (with the floating chamber 
reamed to exactly match the rifle’s 
chamber). Along with these, will be the 
necessary bushings and (perhaps) a few 
extra bullet seating stems. This will give 


me the flexibility to resize and load my 
cases the way I want, rather than how I 
am forced to! Despite having so many 
options, my total investment will be 
substantially less than if I ordered (and 
waited for) conventional custom die sets. 

Needless to say, I am very excited 
about having both dies and rifle finished 
simultaneously — I was not looking 
forward to waiting to reload for my new 
toy. I should also note that (where 
feasible) some gunsmiths are choosing to

Shooting prairie dogs (‘dogs for short) 
at moderate to long ranges with very 
accurate rifles is one of the most fun 
things in rifledom. And zapping these 
cannibalistic, plague-ridden, destructive 
little rodents is very much a positive 
activity: ask any rancher. The literature on 
‘dog shooting (obviously) has ballooned. 
However, most articles feature individual 
cartridges or rifles, or other equipment. In 
this article I take a different tack and give 
a shooter new to prairie dogs an overall 
view of just what to take for an optimum 
shoot. In doing so I draw on the experi- 
ence of shooting with Dick Gavend, a 
Denver attorney who has sent more than 
11,000 ‘dogs skyward, and Dave Drahn, a 
Colorado realtor whose precision with his 
pair of well-used .220 Swifts at 400 to 
500 yards is a pleasure to watch. 

Rifles and cartridges. We can split out 
three classes of prairie dog rifles: Class 1 
for out to about 300-350 yards and 
requiring */4 to | MOA accuracy; Class 2 
for 350 to 500 yards with a !/2 to 3/44 MOA 
capability; and Class 3 for 500 yards to as 
far as you can see a ‘dog mound and 
needing '/4 to 'Z2 MOA. Class_1 rifles 
include those for the .223 Remington and 
similar cartridges. Class 2 includes the 
.22-250, .220 Swift, the 6mm Remington 
and .25-06 with varmint bullets at 3,500 
ft/sec, and so on. Tuned up factory rifles 
in varmint mode, and factory rebarreled 
factory actions in either original or 
varmint stocks fit this class. Class 3 
needs a real hot-rock combination of 
cartridge shooting a bullet of BC of 0.4 
or greater at 3,400 ft/sec-plus, sleeved 
factory or custom action, Krieger/Hart/ 
or other benchrest-or-1!,000-yard-quality 
barrel, solid stock, scope with multi-dot 
reticle calibrated for distance, reliable 
rangefinder, and so on — see Boyd

Mace’s book The Accurate Varmint Rifle 
(Precision Shooting, 1991) and some of 
the more recent literature. 

The biggest operational problem in 
‘dog shooting is barrel heating. Most of 
the cartridges that burn less than 30 grains 
of powder, like the .223 Rem., may be 
fired at midday temperatures of 80 to 90 
degrees 30 to 40 times without becoming 
too hot to touch. My USRAC M70 .223 
Varminter will barely do that. So you

might get by with one rifle for Class | 
shooting; but having a second gun could 
save a barrel and give you more shooting. 
Class 2 rifles, in contrast, will need 
cooling after 15 to 20 shots. Thus if you 
have a ‘dog town in your sights and 50 or 
100 shots are offered you need at least 
two such rifles, and many shooters use 
three. Two will suffice, though, if you 
team up with another shooter and spot 
shots for each other. Cooling is aided by 
routing out '/s or so inches clearance in 
barrel channels, by cooling slots in the 
forend (as in some new Fajen stocks), and

even by wiping the barrel with a rag 
soaked in rubbing alcohol. A rack to hold 
hot rifles in the shade of your vehicle also 
helps. Class 3 rifles heat rather more 
quickly, but shooting at 500 yards-plus 
definitely needs a second person to use 
the rangefinder, spot shots, refer to the 
elevation-vs-distance table, etc. Such 
shooting is more of a leisurely, yet 
“quality”, type. 

Winds in prairie dog country 
commonly are 10-15 mph, and midday 
“breezes” of 30 to 40 mph are not 
uncommon. So bullets of relatively high 
BC — like Hornady V-Max, Nosler 
Ballistic Tip, and the custom Berger and 
Starke bullets (PS advertisers) — are a 
must for Class 2 rifles. Tables of drop 
and windage figures should be either 
taped to the stock or otherwise at your 
fingertips for any rifle used beyond about 
300 yards. Loading | to 3 grains under 
your 65-75-degree maximums for 80 to 
95-degree temperatures is prudent. 

Most ‘dog shooters get off at least 100 
rounds per day, and some may shoot 400 
per day in big ‘dog towns; so take at least 
250 to 300 rounds per day, or take your 
reloading stuff and some No-Doze pills. 

Scopes. The general rule for rifle 
scopes for prairie dogs is to have at least 
4 times magnification for each 100 yards. 
Thus Class | rifles need 12 to 16 as a top 
power, Class 2 18 to 24X, and Class 3 24 
to 36X. Variables are more versatile than 
fixed-power scopes, especially in mirage. 
Some shooters like dot reticles, others 
fine cross hairs: it’s your choice. Some 
shooters crank their target adjustment 
knobs, others simply hold off: another 
choice. Screw-on lens shades are a help, 
and even a mirage band — like those of 
highpower shooters — will give a better 
scope view. 

Spotting ‘dogs can be done by several 
methods: a 10x or so binocular, cranking 
a variable rifle scope down to 8 or 10X 
and a wider field of view, or a spotting 
scope with a 20X widefield ocular. My 
Redfield Aurora spotter is OK with that 
type of ocular, but its regular 20-60X 
zoom ocular doesn’t have enough field. 
Spotting shots at 400 to 500 yards needs 
18 or more power, and both 18-plus- 
power rifle scopes and spotting scopes do 
this well. 

Benches and_rests. Much ‘dog 
shooting is in uneven ground, or across 
draws or up-and-down terrain. A three- 
legged bench is easier to set up than a 
four-legged one. You’ll be shooting both 
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horizontally and vertically from one 
mound to another. A swivelling bench or 
a wide one with room to move your 
pedestal takes care of the horizontal, but 
extra bags or other spacers are needed for 
vertical changes. A trowel will help set 
your bench’s legs. Extra cushions for 
your seat also are handy. Some shooters 
build a bench and seat unit to fit into the 
bed of a pickup truck, a quick and easy 
way to go. 


Cleaning gear. The barrel-cleaning 
problem may be allevidt®d by using 
moly-coated bullets, by improving the 
finish of a bore by firelapping (see NECO 
ads in PS), or by installing a hand-lapped 
custom barrel (for instance, the Krieger 
barrel on my .220 Swift fouls very little, 
even with uncoated bullets). I use a 
simple wooden cradle (see photo) to hold 
my rifles slanting muzzle downward 
while cleaning; and it has slots on the

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uprights to hold two cleaning rods. My 
rods are transported in home-made cases 
of PVC tubing and caps. Because of the 
need for rapid cleaning I use either J-B or 
RemClean, applied by a bronze brush 
wrapped in cotton and then coated with 
the abrasive. (Note: the two cleaners are 
ground glass, probably of natural origin, 
that is softer than steel and harder than 
copper, so they are safe.) I use any inex- 
pensive bore solvent to patch out the J-B, 
mostly with patches cut from heavy-duty 
paper towels. A hand lens of 5 to 10 
power, aimed into a muzzle illuminated 
by the sun, will tell you if the bore is well 
cleaned or not. 

Carrying gear. Hard rifle cases are 
strongly recommended. My pedestal and 
sand bags go into an old plastic milk 
crate. Plastic bins with folding lids take 
everything else. Most shooters use a 100- 
round plastic ammo box for each rifle. An 
alternative is to use a fishing vest, with 
assigned pockets for various cartridges 
and empty cases. 

Miscellaneous items. These include 
rangefinder (the expensive ones definitely 
work better!), ear protection, rubbing 
alcohol plus rag, a pocket counter for 
those shooters who like to keep score, 
extra shooting glasses, notebook, camera 
and film, sun lotion, lip balm, cooler with 
food and drinks, extra water, perhaps a 
folding umbrella. Traveling in most 
prairie dog habitat is mostly a dry- 
weather thing (see some of Boyd Mace’s 
old articles in PS about him and his 
buddy, Joe Kelly slithering around in their 
truck on some muddy roads in eastern 
Montana). However, experienced back- 
country travelers carry a handyman 
elevator jack, shovel, kitty litter (for 
wheels only slightly stuck), chains, tow 
cable, and other gear. Self-guided 
shooters might well take either USGS 
topographic maps or one of the DeLorme 
statewide map volumes (for MT, WY, ID, 
UT and CO), sold by WalMart and others. 
A compass and GPS locator (Cabela’s 
sells them) may be useful. 

Good luck!! Your three or four or five 
very accurate rifles with powerful scopes 
on top and carefully loaded rounds 
inside, and the various subsidiary stuff, 
can give you some of the most chal- 
lenging PRECISION SHOOTING (no 
pun, Dave!) in North America. May you 
have some classic pizza shots and more 
than a few helicopters! oy

Rifles used for NRA Highpower have evolved over the 
years into highly-refined tools of almost unbelievable 
precision, and among the most impressive are those built for 
long-range shooting; these are fully capable of delivering their 
bullets accurately at over 1000 yards when steered with finesse. 
The Northeast Regional Long Range Championship was held 
in July, 1997 near Albany, NY at the Forbes Rifle and Pistol 
Club range and, ever-eager to provide our readers with useful 
technical information, our editor assigned me to the case. 
to bring back the details of the winning 


equipment and handloads. Happily, it 
was an enjoyable task!! The Champ- 
ionship consisted of several individual 
matches contested at 800, 900 and 1000 
yards, with the most challenging limiting 
the shooters to only 2 sighting shots 
before going for record at 1000 yards! 

Competitors brought out a wide 
variety of rifles: well-represented were 
the usual Remingtons and Winchesters, 
along with custom actions including 
Stolles, Wichitas, Swing / Paramounts, 
Nesika Bay, and others. On the first day, 
competitors used Palma rifles, .308 
Win. caliber, with metallic sights and 
confirming to rule 3.3.3, with no restric- 
tions on bullet weight. The latitude on 
ammunition selection was handy, as it 
turned out, as the wind gusted up to near- 
gale force velocities, at times!! On the 
second day, the equipment requirements 
were different, with “any rifle/any sight” 
matches and metallic sight only matches 
at 1000 yards only, with calibers other 
than .308 allowed. That day, the wind 
moderated — but was still a force with 
which to be reckoned! As the smoke 
cleared, Larry Racine, NH, and Mo 
Defina, CT, had identical scores of 
1,013-26X, which necessitated a tie- 
breaker under rule 15.4 (b)(1). As a 
result, Larry took home the Gold Medal, 
and Larry won the Silver, with three indi- 
vidual match wins, as well. 

Larry Racine’s winning Palma rifle 
was rather unique, being based on an 
unusual Savage right-hand action, one of 
only two manufactured, and dating back 
to c. 1962. This design had a shell 
opening barely large enough to accept a 
cartridge or finger, being 3" long and 
5/8" wide, angled 10 degrees above the 
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horizontal centerline. The bolt head was 
a modified early or original Model 110 
design with the semi-circular external 
extractor, but using a pin-type ejector. 
The front of the locking lugs were cut 
back 30 degrees to provide a longer 
barrel shank, as well. Larry spent hours 
correcting the barrel threads, as the 
action had warped a bit during heat- 
treatment; further, the action screw holes 
were found to be askew and were 
relocated. Larry moved the front screw 
1/2" to the rear in order to get more 
threads in the receiver, and he also 
moved the rear screw 1/2" forward so the 
pillar would be a full circle for its entire 
length. 

His stock was a Savage Model 112BT, 
laminated wood, which was altered to fit 
his short action with a wood block in the 
magazine well and relocated pillars and 
recoil lug cut. He did note that the 
adjustable comb did not extend forward 
enough, and dug into his cheek, causing 
him to change his position slightly. His 
barrel was a 30" Krieger, 1:13" twist, 
with a bore diameter of 0.298" and 
groove diameter of only 0.3065". Larry’s 
ammunition was assembled in 1992 
Winchester Palma brass using Federal 
210M primers and 45.5 gr. IMR 4064, 
with his 155 gr. Sierra HPBT’s seated to 
2.800". His rear sight was a Central, and 
his front sight was an RPA, adjustable in 
height in 5' increments. Larry keeps 
meticulous records of his loads and sight 
settings at various yardages, with the 
result that his first sighter is usually an X 
or a ten! During the second day of the 
Championship, scope sights were 
allowed for Match 6, and Larry broke out 
an Unertl-scoped rifle consisting of a 
.284 Win. chambered Krieger barrel 
screwed into an old C.I.L. (Savage) 
Model 950-T action. He found it in a 
gunshop in NY while returning home 
from Camp Perry, years ago; the stock is 
a birch Model 950-T that he got from 
yours truly. These stocks were made for 
Savage by Bishop, and are still a good 
design with no adjustments to the comb 
or the buttplate. 

Mo Defina’s silver medal-winning 
rifle was based on his own action, which 
is a 3 lb. 3 0z., flat bottom, 3 lug affair. 
An 8.50"-long single shot action, it has a 
small loading port on the right side. The 
width and depth of the receiver is 1.452",

and the top is a flat 0.75" wide with 45- 
degree bevels on each side. This action is 
supplied with a thick recoil lug, action 
screws and a Remington single-shot 
trigger guard, and has a barrel shank in 
the receiver of 1 5/8" in length. The front 
surfaces of the locking lugs are beveled 
30 degrees, which allows the breech end 
of the barrel to be coned, assisting 
feeding. The barrel thread is 1 1/16" X 
18 TPI, and the locking lug bearing 
surface is 0.16 square inch, with a shear 
area of 0.666 square inch. These 
features, combined with good material 
and heat-treating, result in an action that 
is almost bomb-proof. The bolt face is 
counterbored 0.124" deep so a cartridge 
will be well supported and contained. 
The firing pin assembly and the trigger 
mechanism, sans safety, are from the 
Remington parts bin. Mo’s barrel was, 
again, a 30" Krieger, 1:13" twist, with 
0.298" bore and 0.3065" groove 


diameters, and used a match version of 
the 7.62X51mm chamber. His ammuni- 
tion used Winchester 1992 Palma brass, 
the 155 gr. Sierra match bullet, WLR 
primers and 45.3 gr. Varget. His rear 
sight was a Warner, and his front sight 
was a Mid Tompkins. 

Third place overall went to Bob Riel, 
a High Master from Vermont, whose 
Palma rifle was built by the late 
Creighton Audette on a Swing (English) 
action. The design of this action has 
gone through several variations, and is 
known today as a Paramount or RPA. 
These have four locking lugs and are 
large and heavy. The early guns had 
firing pin springs that appeared to have 
been designed for automotive engine 
valves, while later versions used a rather 
novel approach — a stack of Belleville 
washers, suitably arranged! Firing pin 
travel is very short, but because of the 
limited arc through which the bolt handle 
moves, cocking force is heavy — in fact, 
a thrust washer is used. The action is 
very rigid, and lock time is very short; 
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were these actions readily available and 
not quite so pricey, they’d surely be 
encountered more frequently on the line. 
Bob’s bronze medal winning rifle used a 
30" Krieger, 1:13" twist, with a 0.307" 
groove and 0.298" bore, and his stock 
was a laminated Warner. Bob used a 
Warner rear sight together with an 
Anschutz front sight with .5 lens, and his 
ammunition was assembled in prepped 
WW Palma brass, RWS primers, 44.0 gr. 
Varget and the 155 gr. Sierra. 

During the Any Sight Matches, Riel 
used a different rifle based on a 1960's 
Weber action. These custom, benchrest 
actions were made by Al Weber, of Lodi, 
CA. Weber, a master machinist, didn’t 
particularly care for the marketing/sales 
aspect of business, and his actions were 
originally marketed by Ralph Pride, a 
barrel-maker who occasionally wrote for 
PS in old days. The Weber’s bolt has two 
lugs and a light-weight striker assembly 
with a strong spring and a fall of less than 
3/8". The receiver is about 9" long and 
1.35" in diameter, and not surprisingly,

TPI; an old Pride brochure I found states 
the recoil lug is “integral” with the 
receiver, but I suspect it was welded on. 
“Bolt design allows safety breeching by 
means of recessing bolt head into breech 
of barrel”; I assume this means an 
arrangement similar to the Post-War 
Remingtons or the Jap Arisakas. Bob’s 
26" Hart barrel, not “frozen”, was 
chambered for the .308 NORMA MAG 
and he used a Cloward stock with “glue- 
in” bedding; the entire rifle weighs 16 
Ibs. His ammunition started with 
benchrest-prepared .300 H&H brass,and 
he fueled his 190 gr. Bergers (not 
moly’ed) with 70 gr. Norma 205 ignited 
by RWS primers. Hopefully, our readers 
will enjoy this account of some of the 
varied rifles that are shooting well at the 
Regional level!

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FINAL RESTING PLACES OF FAMOUS RIFLEMEN ... 


PART XXXI 


The foundation work on the topic of “extreme rifle accuracy” dates back to 1909... 
The Bullet’s Flight from Powder to Target, authored by Dr. Franklin W. Mann, of 
Milford, Massachusetts. The original work was published by Munn & Company, of 


New York; the book was later republished in 1942 by 
Standard Printing and Publishing Company. The book’s 
experiments, more than 300 in number, and done over a 
period of years, take 384 pages to report and attempt to 
ascertain and explain just why some bullets strike their 
intended target just as they were directed to... and others 
do not. An independently wealthy, tireless experimenter, 
Dr. Mann constructed a fully enclosed 100 and 200 yard 
indoor range some two miles outside of Milford (at 
Norfolk) at the turn of the century. The noted barrel 
maker and gunsmith Harry M. Pope, then of Hartford, 
Connecticut was enlisted (presumably with some diffi- 
culty... after all, Harry had a reputation as a curmudgeon 
to be upheld) to do much of the machinist work for the 
various experiments of Dr. Mann over these years. 
Another noted firearms craftsman of the era who became 
involved with the experiments was A. O. Niedner, then of 
Malden, Massachusetts. 

During the fall of 1901 a machine rest 
and shooting pier were constructed, in an 
attempt to eliminate, as much as possible, 
human error from the testing. This 
precursor to today’s return-to-battery, 
rail-guns, was labeled a “shooting 
Gibraltar” at the time, for lack of a better 
handle. It is our understanding that this 
unwieldy creation still survives in the

sharp steel cutters accomplished the task. 
So well did his machine work that it was 
warranted to cut dry or fresh bones, meat 
and gristle with no difficulty, or one’s 
money would be refunded. 

Dr. Man died during the night of 
November 14, 1916. His home address 
at the time of his death, at age 60, was 50 
Grove Street, Milford, Massachusetts 
(since destroyed by fire). 

Today Dr. Mann sleeps his long sleep 
in the Pine Grove Cemetery, located at 
the junction of Route 85 and Fortune 
Boulevard, Milford, Massachusetts (one 
half mile south of I-495). His final 
resting place was found for us by our 
invaluable man Friday, Tim O’ Mara... 
who has pretty much stopped dropping 
by our office... because every time he 
does... he leaves with a gravestone 
location assignment.

By “belt” I don’t mean a slug of 
scotch or bourdon—I don’t know many 
who think that’s wrong—but rather the 
enlarged circle of brass just forward of 
the extraction groove on numerous 
magnum cartridge cases. Holland & 
Holland’s .375 Magnum was one of the 
first cases to have this belt, back around 
1912 (I’ve heard there was an earlier one, 


but don’t know what it was). A few years 
later the same maker introduced another 
belt cartridge known as the Super .30, 
which became famous as the .300 H&H 
Magnum. One or the other has been the 
basis for countless commercial and 
wildcat cartridges, and for decades there 
was no criticism of its design. 

Then starting some years ago, 
derogatory comments began appearing 
in gun magazines, without specific 
details, and in the March issue of PS, my 
good friend Mic McPherson, writing 
about the king-size, rimless Lazzeroni 


line, commented on

problems the Holland & Holland belt has 
caused and is still causing.’ Again 
without discussing these problems 
directly. 

Now, I'll be the first to admit that I’m 
not a mechanical engineer—or any other 
kind of engineer—hence I can’t come up 
with their criticisms myself, so I’d like 
them to be more specific. I can say that 
I’ve been shooting belted cases since the 
early ‘40’s, when an older cousin often 
let me use his M70 .300 H&H, and I’ve 
never had a problem with the case. I got 
a belted magnum of my own, a 7X61 
S&H, in the early ‘50’s when Sharpe 
finalized his design, and have owned 
numerous other belted magnums for 
almost a_half-century—without any 
problem whatsoever. 

So [ll tell you why I like em, then 
you can tell me why you don’t. 

The belted case, obviously, was 
intended to combine the best features of 
the rimmed and rimless cases. The 
rimmed case was the simplest and best at 
controlling headspace. The rim was easy 
to manufacture to precise specifications 
and thus made headspacing easy. 
Shoulder angle was unimportant; it 
served only to reduce case diameter to 
bullet diameter. In single shot rifles it 
served perfectly. But when box magazine 
repeaters came along, it caused feeding 
problems. If the uppermost cartridge in 
the stack happened to have its rim behind 
that of the following one, when the bolt 
was shoved forward it tried to get two 
cartridges into one chamber—an obvious 
impossibility which tied up the gun.

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What’s Wrong With A Belt?

feeding easy, added brass thickness near 
the head of the case to increase strength, 
made it easy to resist the firing pin’s 
impact by providing a solid shoulder at 
the rear of the chamber for the case 
to seat against, and made accurate 
headspacing almost as easy and solid as 
with a rimmed case. Once the belt was 
added, the shoulder of the case was 
unimportant; so far as functioning went, 
it could be any angle—or missing 
entirely. 

So why criticize the belt? 

Admittedly, for many years now 
cartridge makers have turned out belted 
cases that are a trifle short from head to 
shoulder. They don’t have to worry 
about maintaining a precise measure- 
ment because they know headspacing 
will now be taken care of by the belt. 
Lack of shoulder contact might have an 
effect on ultimate accuracy if using a 
benchrest rifle, but it will never be 
noticed when hunting. 

Such shoulders blow forward to 
fit the chamber when fired the first time, 
thus giving two headspace points 
for subsequent handloads. The case / 
chamber fit is now as good as it’s going 
to get, not only at the shoulder but 
everywhere else. Only the natural elas- 
ticity of the brass allows it to retract 
enough that it can be removed from the 
chamber; if it didn’t retract this way, the 
case would be sort of welded in there 
and we'd get a total of one shot out of 
each barrel... which would pretty much 
put shooters out of business. (Editor: 
Yes, but what a bonanza for the barrel- 
makers.) 

Now, it’s possible for a handloader to 
set up his sizing die to shove the 
shoulder back to it’s original location. I 
don’t have any idea why he’d want to do 
that—it would spoil the near-perfect fit 
he now has as well as shorten case life— 
but it’s possible to do. It’s just better not 
to. He should restrict his sizing to the 
neck only—and not the entire length of 
the neck. Stop before the die contacts 
the shoulder at all. It’s easy to see how 
much contact is being made by dunking 
the neck/shoulder of a case in powdered 
graphite before running it into the die; 
that way you get both the inside and 
outside of the case, which makes it easy

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to reduce the neck diameter first, then 
open it enough to seat a bullet when the 
case comes out over the expander. With 
normal loads...not action-stressing 
boomers, that is...neck sizing is all that’s 
required for many firings of a case, so 
long as it’s used in the same gun. (And 
personally I don’t think it’s ever a good 
idea to use cases that have been fired in 
another gun, no matter how good they 
may look.) 

It’s possible that a rare case might get 
through manufacture with a belt that’s

too wide, which could keep the cartridge 
from seating in the chamber, or not wide 
enough, which might lead to a misfire or 
other problems. This could make one 
wonder why he took up hunting if it 
happened when he was shooting at a 
critter that was intent on eating him. But 
a badly manufactured case is the fault of 
the manufacturer, not the case design, 
and a hunter who gets himself in such a 
pickle has only himself to blame. It 
should be a matter of habit for anyone, 
prior to the hunt, to run each cartridge

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through the gun. Load the magazine 
fully and chamber’ each _ round 
completely. The ammo should go in all 
the way, then eject easily. Even if you 
keep the magazine full at night, you 
should take the one out of the chamber, 
so you want to be sure the cartridge isn’t 
long enough that the bullet sticks in the 
rifling. | You should do this with both 
handloads and factory loads. It’s possible 
to have trouble with either, you know. 

Incidentally, I prefer to hunt with 
handloads using once-fired brass. It 
seems more dependable to me than new 
stuff. I’ve never had a once-fired case 
fail in any way, though I have had new 
cases fail. This is a rarity, admittedly, 
but once in a great while a new case will 
split, usually longitudinally for part of its 
length. It’s always been forward enough 
that the rear forms a gas seal, so there’s 
been no danger, but I still don’t like the 
idea. A once-fired case has sort of been 
“proofed” when firing is relatively unim- 
portant—on the bench testing loads, or 
perhaps sighting in. 

Getting back to belted cases, I just 
remembered something the old Montana 
barrelmaker John Buhmiller mentioned 
years ago. He brewed up many big bore 
magnums over the years, and occasion- 
ally chambered a barrel so it would take 
the belted case while headspacing on the 
shoulder, the rear of the chamber being 
the same diameter as the outside of the 
belt. In other words, there was airspace 
around the case, the thickness of the belt 
at the rear then tapering to nothing 
where the chamber angled down to 
contact the case. When the cartridge was 
fired, case expansion into this void gave 
some idea of its pressure. It was possible 
to push loads up until the belt disap- 
peared as the body of the case expanded, 
just a thin line around the circumference 
of the case showing where the front edge 
of the belt had been. I don’t have any 
idea what pressure it would take to cause 
this effect, and I sure as blazes don’t 
suggest anyone try the procedure; I just 
mention it as matter of interest in 
connection with belted cases. 

Anyway, I’d like to hear from anyone 
who has viable anti-belt arguments.

One such is the new 
eight-ogive design (ogive being the 
length of the bullet’s nose which, 
unlike Pinoccio’s, does not reflect 
veracity as a function of length.) 
Spitzers typically run five to eight 
ogives while low-drag and VLD 
types run more in the 12 to 15 
realm. 

Among the latter, .223s are 
offered by Hornady, JLK and 
Berger though the latter have not yet 
been tested. Accuracy Speaks, Inc., 
did however receive an early lot of 
JLK 75 and 77-gr bullets for test 
against the 75 Hornady.

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77-gr JLKs from Jimmy Knox. 
They demonstrated ballistic coeffi- 
cients (BCs) of .390 and .430, 
respectively. That compares with 
the advertised Hornady BC of .400. 

Conversely, Sierra recently revised 
its 69-gr figure from .339 to .313, 
yielding a 300-yd figure of .400 at 
2800 fps and .310 at 2900 fps. In a 
10-mph wind that 69-grain .400 BC 
equals eight inches deflection versus 
10.3 inches for the .310, or about 
one MOA more. It’s not a large 
difference, but it does represent 
approximately two-thirds of the 
scoring ring. How many points do 
you figure you could put in that 
space? 

As for load development, a 
prudent man could use the same 
load for 80-gr bullets and the 75s or 
77s. The bullet weight difference 
is about 6% less, so you get the 
picture: as long as you’re well under 
10% differential, you should be OK. 
BUT: test systematically before 
arriving at a final decision. 

While we’re not going to reveal 
the Secret Rocket Fuel Formula 
from Mars Needs Women, we will 
relent somewhat on our preferred 
Accuracy Speaks, Inc., load. Without 
being specific, well concede that 
RL-15 with 80-gr Sierras may be 
compatible with 77-gr JLKs typical 
of our current short-range load. That 
chronographs to 2,180 fps with the 
80s and 2,780 with the 77s. 
Admittedly, you could probably get 
the 77 grainers higher, but most of us 
lazy oafs prefer to set the powder 
measure just once. 

So: if you want to buy one bullet, 
buy 75s or 77s to shoot across the 
course. At 600 yds you’re giving up 
a certain amount to 80’s, but you 
can feel superior with just one type 
of ammo versus the trouble and 


complexity of two.

However the blankety-blanks at the match 
host Fort Worth club, in setting the rules 
of the competition, decreed that it would 
be fired at 300 yards, which of course 
reduces the size of the aiming black 
considerably, from the shooter’s perspec- 
tive. Twenty shots are fired for record. 

The first match, fired in 1995, drew an 
entry of 19 teams and 84 shooters.

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1997 Rocky Mountain Palma Matches Equipment Survey 


The Rocky Mountain Matches is a program of long range rifle matches held the fourth week in June at the NRA 
Whittington Center near Raton, New Mexico. The competitions are fired at ranges of 800, 900, and 1000 yards. The 
1997 event attracted 120 competitors from 26 of the United States as well as Great Britain and Canada. 


The various competitions allow the use of two categories of rifles: Palma rifles, under US NRA rules are limited to 
the unmodified .308 Winchester cartridge and metallic sights. Any rifle, divided into two events, one requiring 
metallic sights and one allowing any sights, permits any cartridge-caliber combination under .35 caliber. Note that 
numerous competitors used their Palma rifles in the Any-Iron and Any-Any events. 


Of last year's 120 competitors, 70 were kind enough to take the time to respond to an equipment survey.

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President’s 
Message 


I will begin my message this month 
with an apology to any of our members 
who might have been inconvenienced due 
to the non IBS registration of the Hog 
Roast group shoot April 18 & 19 in 
Fairchance, Pennsylvania. | must make 
clear that the Fairchance club and its 
officers were in no way to blame for the 
last minute reversal of the IBS sanction of 
this event. Beginning in January this 
match was set up to be a dual (IBS & 
NBRSA) registered event and this is why 
it appeared on our schedule and was 
advertised in PS as one where “all 
membership cards will be accepted”. 
Shortly before the shoot the NBRSA 
eastern region director, with the backing 
of the NBRSA president, threatened to 
withdraw the scheduled (under contract) 
national group championship from the 
Fairchance club and run it in Kansas City 
if the Hog Roast shoot was run as a dual 
sanctioned match. Short of bearing the 
expense of litigation to keep the 
Nationals, returning all the merchandise 
already received as prizes and perhaps 
facing a substantial loss of anticipated 
revenue the club did the only thing it felt 
it could at that time and acquiesced. In 
light of the fact that the precedent was 
established in 1973 when the second 
Super Shoot which was held at the then 
Council Cup range in Pennsylvania was 
dual registered, I cannot fathom this 
intimidating action by officers of the 
other benchrest organization. However, I 
urge our members to support the 
Fairchance club in the future for any IBS 
matches or even those that will accept any 
organizations’ card. 

Item two is a simple public thank you 
to PS magazine for its very substantial 
donation of $1000 to IBS. This money is 


to be equally shared by the three clubs 
hosting the standard distances Group, 
Score and 1000 Yard Nationals. Income 
like this helps encourage clubs to host our 
Nationals and perhaps to improve some 
aspect of the range or offer a bonus 
activity which might not otherwise have 
been offered. I hope our membership 
shows appreciation in whatever manner 
seems appropriate. 

The final item here is that of updating 
the members on actions taken at the 
March 28th Executive Board meeting and 
how it might affect them. In the May 
issue I mentioned the E-board has divided 
the country into nine geographical units 
made up of several states each. We intend 
to appoint a field representative for each 
unit for a period of two years. In the 
future these representatives may be 
elected or appointed, a final decision has 
not yet been made on that issue. We will 
be working on delineating the duties of 
those representatives but do not intend for 
them to have any unique authority beyond 
their vote as a member of IBS. At this 
time I would request that any member 
who might be interested in an appoint- 
ment as a unit coordinator or representa- 
tive contact an E-board member and 
advise that officer of their interest. Please 
be assured that IBS has NO intention of 
changing its one member/one vote policy 
under which it now operates. We view our 
districting action as another means for 
spreading IBS democracy in benchrest 
over a wider area while still retaining a 
regional concern for the uniqueness of a 
particular area. 

In other actions, IBS has presented a 
plaque to member Bill Theis thanking 
him and recognizing his contributions to 
benchrest over the many years he has

participated in our sport. We feel Bill 
exemplifies the type of competitor that 
our organization is very proud to call 
“member”. 

The board has postponed action on 
raising fees for members who reside in 
foreign countries as this situation has 
been resolved for 1998. However, we will 
be addressing this matter at a later 
meeting since our cost to mail PS out of 
the country are significantly higher than 
USA rates. 

Regarding our newest discipline 
“rimfire benchrest” we have adopted a 30 
bull (25 record + 5 sighter) target for use 
at 50 yards which is printed in green ink 
and can be obtained from National Target 
Co. We further accepted numerous rule 
modifications which primarily adjust our 
rules to conform to rimfire requirements. 
A big thank you goes to committeeman 
Bill Whitener for his diligence in working 
out the rule modifications and the target 
particulars. 

Our final action was to approve the 
acceptance by our First Vice President of 
match contracts transmitted by fax. The 
purpose of this action was to speed up the 
process of scheduling matches and the 
publication of the particulars in PS. 
Considering we now register matches in 
England, Australia and soon in New 
Zealand this action seems quite prudent. 
There is one requirement attached to the 
faxing of contracts. The signed original 
contract must be received through the 
mail within a reasonable time period for 
the actual validity of this contract. 

This should bring everyone up to 
speed, so until next month:
